YEAR OF THE WOMAN? 100 Democratic and 
Republican women have filed to run for Texas leg¬ 
islative seats this year, as compared to 76 women 
who filed in 2016, according to Annie’s List. The 
surge, mostly led by Democratic candidates, could 
be attributed partly to Trump pushback (at least 
for Dems), the ffmetoo movement, and the success 
of women candidates in Virginia.

CAPITAL METRO plans to present the four 
finalists for president/CEO on Monday, Jan. 8, from 
6-8pm at AISD’s Performing Arts Center in Mueller. 


As he did last year, Mayor Steve Adler 
recently issued his list of “accomplish¬ 
ments,” running the gamut from “Defending 
Austin” (e.g., on matters of climate change 
and immigration) to “Reform 
& Progress” (ranging from 
under-the-wire appointment 
of a new city manager to “had 
a cameo in a rap video”). This 
year’s list is released under 
much different circumstanc¬ 
es, most notably the begin¬ 
ning of the mayor’s campaign 
for re-election (formal 
announcement to come Jan. 

14 at the sentimental venue 
of Saengerrunde Hall). 

But there were also very different expec¬ 
tations for the national context at the turn 
of 2017, prominently the early anticipation 
that, with the comical disarray of the 
Republican primary campaign, Hillary 
Clinton would be the next president. If that 


had in fact occurred, there was local specu¬ 
lation that Adler would be tapped for some 
role in a new Clinton administration, and 
we would have been planning a special elec¬ 
tion for Austin mayor some¬ 
time last spring. 

As the poet says, “The best 
laid schemes of mice and 
men ....” The abruptly 
changing national context 
has certainly had its effect 
on local initiatives, and 
Adler’s list reflects the ensu¬ 
ing storms. Austin has joined 
cities around the world in 
the fight against man-made 
climate change, and become 
by default a “sanctuary city” - a polemical 
term more useful to our federal and state 
antagonists, who have made political pawns 
of undocumented immigrants (over the 
decades, how many of our relatives have 
been such?), when the truth is, we haven’t 


been sanctuary enough. Several items on 
the mayor’s “Defending Austin” list cite 
immigration matters as accomplishments, 
and good for him and the City Council - 
although it’s fair to say that these have thus 
far been largely rhetorical victories: oppos¬ 
ing federal and state crackdowns, lobbying 
for DACA and immigration reform, funding 
legal defense of immigrants .... None of it 
nearly enough. 

Campaign Zero 

The mayor doesn’t yet have an official 
opponent for November, although at least a 
couple of things on the list reflect high- 
profile matters that would likely become 
campaign issues: CodeNEXT and the 
“Downtown Puzzle.” On the former, Adler 
cites “continues to advocate for community 
consensus on CodeNEXT process” without 
yet endorsing the ongoing product; the 
Puzzle gets a couple of citations (with no

mention of its central component, an 
expanded Convention Center), as an origi¬ 
nal, non-taxpayer source of funding to 
address homelessness, and then again for 
its wider ambition to support music and 
cultural venues. Opponents on both issues 
are currently maneuvering to make those 
two items central to any mayoral campaign 
- as yet, they do not have a champion, 
against an obviously popular mayor and a 
decidedly mixed public opinion over these 
signature questions. 

Implicit in the overall list is a persistent 
Austin contradiction: We never stop brag¬ 
ging about what a wonderful home we 
have, while simultaneously telling outsid¬ 
ers to stay away and complaining loudly 
that our public officials are making a mess 
of everything. Nonetheless, despite many 
2018 challenges, at this moment Adler’s re- 
election prospects appear formidable; he’s 
personally very popular and none of the 
city’s nagging problems have yet under¬ 
mined our general prosperity (“Lowest 
unemployment rate since 2000”). And it 
certainly doesn’t hurt Adler that, unlike 
fellow Council incumbents campaigning 
again, he’ll once more boast an unmatch- 
able personal war chest. 

Nothing but Good Times Ahead 

Over the long term, the achievements 
that will matter most importantly for the 
city - and beyond the mayor, credit goes to 
council members and citizen advocacy - 
are the mobility infrastructure (from side¬ 
walks to highways) and the steady increase 
in renewable energy. A distressing amount 
of money still goes to Westside sprawl 
instead of inner-urban mass transit (blame 
the voters as well as the officials), but on 
the latter Austin can be justly proud not 
only of steadily moving toward more clean 
energy locally, but of spurring the national 
market to shift away from fossil fuels to 
increasingly affordable renewables. If the 
U.S. and the world are to be saved from 
our own environmental recklessness, it 
appears that cities must lead the way. 

Closer to home, mayor and Council face 
the immediate challenge of resolving the 
impasse over the Austin Police Association 
contract - we are in serious danger of 
throwing away 20 years of progress toward 
the good in search of the perfect, and it 
remains unclear how to square that circle. 
Next month, new City Manager Spencer 
Cronk (and his interim predecessor and 
CFO Elaine Hart) will soon have to begin 
trying to squeeze those still-expanding 
public safety costs into an overall budget 
expected to be at least as tight as last 
year’s, when rising structural costs left lit¬ 
tle for Council to fight over in August and 
September. Align that with the continuing 
school funding crisis, and we’ll have plenty 
to worry about in 2018. 

“We’re still Austin, Texas,” insists the 
mayor, “and we’re getting better at it all the 
time.” Or as Oat Willie says, “Onward, 
through the fog.” ■

Amid the PR farce that was the Austin city 
manager search process, another major CEO 
search has gone relatively unnoticed. The 
Capital Metro CEO - like the city manager, 
an autonomous head of a massive public 
enterprise, hired by public officials but other¬ 
wise independent of their control - will be 
chosen this coming Tuesday, with few seem¬ 
ingly knowing or caring, even though transit 
woes rank way up there on most lists of 
Austin’s problems. For the record, the four 
finalists for the post are: 

• Randy Clarke, VP of the 
trade association American 
Public Transportation Assoc.; 
formerly with the Massachu¬ 
setts Bay Transportation Auth¬ 
ority in Boston, including as 
deputy chief operating officer. 

• Erika Mazza, deputy gener¬ 
al manager of the 
Intergovernmental Public 
Transportation Authority in 
Flagstaff, also has a back¬ 
ground in Human Services and Housing. 

• Darrell Mobley, director of Public Works & 
Transportation in Prince George’s County, 
where he’s overseeing his county’s portion of 
the state’s light rail expansion project. 

• Raymond Suarez, chief operating officer 
of the Denton County Transportation Author¬ 
ity, and formerly head of the Trinity Railway 
Express, a joint venture between the Dallas 
and Fort Worth transportation authorities. 

You can hear them talk, and have a chance 


to ask questions, at a public town hall meet¬ 
ing, 6-8pm, Monday, Jan. 8 at the AISD Per¬ 
forming Arts Center, 1500 Barbara Jordan Blvd. 
in Mueller. The Cap Metro board is expected 
to make their decision the next evening.

The Bond Election Advisory Task Force, 

tasked with recommending a bond package 
for City Council to put before voters in 
November, is holding one more - possibly 
final - round of “listening sessions,” in order 
“to better understand what City infrastructure 
needs are most important to Austin resi¬ 
dents.” Specifically, Council asked for a focus 
on flooding, affordable hous¬ 
ing, mobility, high-capacity 
transit, parks, libraries, and 
existing infrastructure, and 
city staff proposed a package 
of $640 million - whittled 
down from a list of $3 billion 
in perceived needs - as “a 
starting point for the Task 
Force to consider.” That 
included about $85 million 
for affordable housing, which 
various observers and council 
members have said is too low, and it did not 
include the $124 million that Council was 
recently informed is needed for pool repairs. 
So it will be interesting to see what the Task 
Force eventually recommends; they’re holding 
their last scheduled meeting today, Jan. 4, 
but may have scheduled more by the time 
you read this. This round, though, is for the 
public to speak: There’ll be four sessions 
over the next two weeks, all from 6:30-8pm; 
more info at www.austintexas.gov/2018bond.

AISD CFO JOINS PUBLIC ED REVIEW 

Austin Independent School District Chief Financial 
Officer Nicole Conley Johnson has been appointed by 
House Speaker Joe Straus to the new Texas Commis¬ 
sion on Public School Finance. She joins House 
Public Education Committee Chair Dan Huberty, 
R-Houston, and committee members Diego Bernal, 
D-San Antonio, and Ken King, R-Canadian, as the sole 
non-legislator on the body. Straus said the commis¬ 
sion was formed in the wake of the failure of House 
Bill 21, targeted as the first in a series of long-overdue 
reforms. However, he said, “The legislation did not 
become law because the Texas Senate significantly 
reduced the amount of money that the bill would have 
put into education.” 

Johnson has been AISD’s CFO since 2009. Her 
appointment sends a message about the new commis¬ 
sion, and a clear signal that the state’s highly dysfunc¬ 
tional recapture system will be under scrutiny. More¬ 
over, lawmakers have increasingly treated AISD like a 
cash cow, and much of the recent hikes in property tax 
bills can be put down to the stresses of recapture. 
Straus said, “As someone whose school district is pro¬ 
jected to pay more than $500 million in Robin Hood 
payments this year, Ms. Johnson understands the prob¬ 
lems in our current system.” - Richard Whittaker 

COMMUTER SERVICE IMPROVEMENTS 

Beginning Sunday, Jan. 7, Cap Metro will roll out 
new changes to its commuter services for both 
MetroRail and MetroExpress. Rail service will expand 
with six additional trips. Morning commuters will see 
three new trains leaving Leander for Downtown at 
6:56,7:32, and 8:08am, plus three new northbound 
trips, at 4:22,4:58, and 5:34pm. The schedules for bus 
routes serving train stations (214,243,464,465, and 
466) will be adjusted with the new rail times. 

That’s just the start of rail changes; Cap Metro hopes 
to continue to increase service capacity. (Current fig¬ 
ures show about 400 riders every hour.) Over the next 
few years, after the new Downtown Station is complet¬ 
ed, trains will operate at 15-minute frequencies, with 
hopes of transporting 800 riders each hour. 

Bus riders will also see increased service on 
MetroExpress Commuter routes. Because Metro has 
free access to MoPac’s express lanes, two routes - the 
new Route 981 Oak Knoll Express and Route 985 
Leander/Lakeline Direct - will bypass traffic for fast 
and direct service to and from Downtown, and the 985 
will get additional trips and bi-directional operation 
throughout the day. And there’s be easier access to the 
38th Street medical hub, with two routes - Route 982 
Pavilion Express and Route 987 Leander/Lakeline 
Express - now serving the area before going south to 
UT and Downtown. Cap Metro promises additional trips 
throughout the day on the 982, as well as more morn¬ 
ing trips on route 7, to relieve overcrowding. 

Lastly, a year after Cap Metro eliminated its premium 
fare category, remaining passes will be discontinued 
starting Sunday. So ride on them now. - Sarah Marloff 

FLU SEASON SPIKE 

Wash those hands and drink your O.J. - Texas is 
seeing a significant spike in flu cases. While state hos¬ 
pital labs reported about 60 positive influenza tests 
during the week of Dec. 18-24,2016, nearly 780 cases 
have been reported during the same time period this 
winter. Since October, the start of flu season, more 
than 4,000 Texans have tested positive. The Centers 


for Disease Control and Prevention categorize Texas 
among the states experiencing “high” and “wide¬ 
spread” flu activity. And recent data collected from 
Walgreens (based on antiviral medicine sales) shows 
Texas sizably leading the nation in flu cases. 

The viral ailment is also increasing in Travis County, 
where the number of flu cases that tested positive at 
hospital and public health labs rose from about 20% to 
41% from the previous two weeks, as of Dec. 23. Three 
flu-related deaths had occurred in the Austin area as of 
that date, according to Travis County Public Health. 
The elderly, children, and those with compromised 
immune systems are most susceptible to flu complica¬ 
tions. Don’t fret though, there’s still time to get vacci¬ 
nated: Find out where to get the flu shot in Austin at 
www.vaccinefinder.org (via Austin Public Health). 

And remember, uninsured children six months and 
older, and uninsured/Medicare recipient adults can get 
free flu shots at Austin Public Health immunization 
clinics; call 512/972-5520 for details. - Mary Tuma 

ARREST ENDS HOLIDAY CRIME SPREE 

The morning after Christmas, 30-year-old Ebony 
Sheppard went out into the parking lot of her North¬ 
east Austin apartment complex to warm up the car for 
her mother and young son. Minutes later, family mem¬ 
bers heard gunfire and ran outside to find Sheppard on 
her back with a gunshot wound to the head. Paramed¬ 
ics arrived, and took Sheppard to the Dell Seton Medic¬ 
al Center, where she died the next day. As the suspect 
came into focus, it became clear that he was unlinked 
to Sheppard, and that she was just one victim in a vio¬ 
lent holiday crime spree. 

During an unrelated domestic call hours after Shep¬ 
pard’s death, Austin Police officers found a handgun 
they eventually tied to 19-year-old Xavier Lewis. 
According to his arrest affidavit, Lewis was already 
wearing an ankle monitoring system, and had until 
recently been staying with an older cousin, who had a 
.380 caliber handgun identical to the one used in 
Sheppard’s murder. Using the GPS inside his monitor, 
police tied Lewis to the location of not only the murder 
scene but also two Christmas night robberies. During 
the first, police say Lewis shot two of the four victims 
with his cousin’s handgun. Later, he allegedly carjacked 
an elderly woman and, while fleeing, “ran over an indi¬ 
vidual crossing the street.” 

Two days after Sheppard’s murder, the Lone Star 
Fugitive Task Force took Lewis into custody on an 
outstanding warrant. After initially requesting a lawyer, 
Lewis changed his mind and asked to talk to Homicide 
detectives. His affidavit notes that Lewis was crying 
and kept stating “I fucked up” during that interview. 

He admitted to the robberies and being “hungry and 
high on drugs” when he encountered Sheppard, whom 
he wanted to rob. She began to scream when Lewis 
pointed the gun at her, demanding her purse. Police 
say “Lewis stated she fell to the ground and continued 
to cry and yell so he shot her.” 

Lewis is currently being held at the Travis County 
Jail, facing eight charges including capital murder 
by terroristic threat, and six counts of aggravated 
robbery. In an interview with KVUE, Sheppard’s fam¬ 
ily members mourned a mother, artist, and friend 
they called “beautiful on the inside and out.” 

They’ve set up a GoFundMe page to benefit

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The (Longer) Road to CodeNEXT 

OPPONENTS WOULD FREEZE PROCESS 
VIA REFERENDUM 


What could be better than arguing about 
CodeNEXT for a few more months? Arguing 
about CodeNEXT for a few more years, 
of course! 

That would be the likely effect of an anti- 
CodeNEXT petition currently being circu¬ 
lated by Indy Austin, Community Not Com¬ 
modity, and other groups, with a goal of 
acquiring the 20,000 signatures of regis¬ 
tered voters sufficient to force a May elec¬ 
tion. (According to a report in the Austin 
Bulldog, organizers say they’re on track to 
meet their goal.) 

The land development code revision 
known as CodeNEXT is currently in draft 
form, scheduled to go to City Council for 
potential approval in April - although that 
deadline (like earlier 
ones) might be extend¬ 
ed. Nevertheless, if 
the petitioners suc¬ 
ceed in forcing a May 
5 election - as the only 
item to appear on a 
ballot, with an $800,000 
to $1 million price tag 
to the city - and man¬ 
age to win voters’ 
approval, the outcome 
could block any 
changes in the devel¬ 
opment code for two to 
four years. 

Asked for his opinion on the potential 
effect of the petition, attorney Buck Wood, 
experienced in election law, called it “legal¬ 
ly questionable” and “policy-wise a dubious 
idea,” although he cautioned that he has not 
studied the matter in detail. “It just seems 
to me the way they’ve tried to do this is not 
going to work.” 

The petition (“For an Austin Ordinance 
Requiring Both a Waiting Period and Voter 
Approval Before CodeNEXT or Comprehen¬ 
sive Land Development Revisions Become 
Effective”) contains four provisions. 


It would: 

1) Forbid any “comprehensive” changes in 
the land use code until the June following 
the next city elections (i.e., June 2019, pre¬ 
suming Council manages to pass a version 
of CodeNEXT before November); 

2) Also forbid any comprehensive changes 
in the code prior to the following election 
(November 2019, perhaps), in which the 
code “in its entirety” would be put to a vote; 

3) Override any conflicting city charter pro¬ 
visions or ordinances, and; 

4) Allow “severability” of any provisions found 
to be illegal, maintaining the remainder. 

Although billed as an ordinance, by 
restricting City Council’s authority and 
overriding the charter, the petition would 
appear to require a char¬ 
ter amendment. Not 
mentioned in the peti¬ 
tion is that charter elec¬ 
tions can occur only 
every two years, poten¬ 
tially meaning a freeze 
of (undefined) “compre¬ 
hensive” changes in the 
code until November of 
2021. 

“If you wanted to 
repeal something that 
Council has done,” said 
Wood, “you could certain¬ 
ly design something that 
would do that. But to freeze changes indefi¬ 
nitely for X number of years is fraught with 
legal and policy problems. The likely effect 
would be a lot of litigation.” 

People directly involved in the work on 
CodeNEXT - whether or not they support its 
current form - expressed doubts about the 
petition campaign. Jim Duncan, longtime 
city planner and a member of the Code 
Advisory Group, described the ongoing revi¬ 
sions as “much more complicated than a yes 
or no.” He’s not happy with the state of the 
current drafts, and understands that there is

a “high degree of frustration” about the pro¬ 
cess, which he called “the most polarizing I 
have ever seen.” He said that while he 
wouldn’t mind slowing down - “one more 
year if we got it right doesn’t bother me” - 
there would “obviously be problems if we 
couldn’t change anything.” He does empha¬ 
size a need for “more legitimate citizen 
involvement” in the coming weeks. 

Planning Commissioner Trinity White 
said the code “is a really complicated mat¬ 
ter and I understand why people are ner¬ 
vous about it,” but an “up-or-down vote ... 
would oversimplify something really com¬ 
plex.” She said the current process allows 
Council and the Planning Commission “a 
chance to dissect the different parts and 
understand the nuance.” She added that 
people are very concerned about affordabil¬ 
ity (“especially in my District 1”), but that 
Texas law makes it impossible to mandate 
affordable housing, and we can’t expect the 
code to solve that problem. “We have very 
few affordability tools related to the code, so 
we have to look for other ways, like bond 
measures for affordable housing.” 

The harshest comments came from long¬ 
time commissioner Dave Sullivan, who also 


served on the Code Advisory Group. He said 
he objects to the petition campaign as a mat¬ 
ter of principle, on both policy and political 
grounds. While he continues to press for 
revisions in the current code drafts, he 
asked, “What constitutes a ‘comprehensive’ 
change? And since when do we put thou¬ 
sand-page ordinances up for a vote?” 

Sullivan bluntly accused the petition 
campaigners - who boast of their previous 
support for a 10-1 Council - of hypocrisy, 
and of attempting to undermine real, repre¬ 
sentative democracy. “I tell people, if you 
want the affluent white people in West 
Austin, and the districts with the highest 
turnout, to make the decision, sign the peti¬ 
tion - because those will be the same voters 
who used to elect all our council members. 
But if you want real democracy, let the rep¬ 
resentative 10-1 Council make the decision. 

“The petition campaign just shows a lack 
of concern for people who don’t have a 
voice,” Sullivan concluded. “We elected the 
10-1 City Council members to represent the 
whole city, and they also appoint the com¬ 
missioners. Citizens should put trust in the 
people who they elect to study this stuff.”

“SOME DATES WILL CHANGE” 

On Tuesday, with the holiday hangover still lingering, Austin’s Zoning 
and Platting Commission reconvened to once again dive into the murky 
waters of CodeNEXT. There’s a bit more time now - draft three’s Novem¬ 
ber delay pushed its release to Feb. 12 - but ZAP chair Jolene Kiolbassa 
still predicted a “crazy sprint to the finish.” 

Only seven commissioners were in attendance for what would have 
been a short meeting if not for the CodeNEXT discussion, which lasted 
more than two hours. Project lead Greg Guernsey confirmed staff is on 
track for February, though project manager Jorge Rousselin repeated 
throughout that “some dates will change” regarding the updated timeline. 
Rousselin called the process a “work in progress,” and reminded commis¬ 
sioners that they still needed to schedule public hearings. 

Should the timeline stay on track, draft three could arrive at City 
Council by late April. But Rousselin said that even if the draft makes it to 
the dais before May, that “doesn’t mean Council will take any action then.” 
Prior to the extension, draft three was expected at Council by late 


February, with a final vote in April. Given the same sort of timeline, Council 
could vote on CodeNEXT by June. Flowever, as Commissioner David King 
pointed out, Austin’s new City Manager Spencer Cronk is yet to officially 
start, and may want to learn about the overhaul. Guernsey told commis¬ 
sioners he’s eager to meet his incoming boss and update him on CodeNEXT 
“after he does some other stuff - police contracts and whatnot.” He said 
it’s unclear how Cronk’s learning curve could affect the timeline. 

Commissioners then turned their attention toward Vice Chair Jim Dun¬ 
can, who gave a presentation on planned unit developments. Duncan 
declared PUDs “broken” under the current code, and chided its language 
as ultimately too confusing. “Imagine Austin says we have a problem with 
PUDs,” he said. His issue with CodeNEXT is that it does not fix the current 
issues, nixes existing criteria, and disregards recommendations offered by 
the city’s 2016 audit of PUDs. Kiolbassa said she’d have PUDs added to the 
agenda for the next joint meeting of the ZAP and Planning commissions, 
set for Jan. 30. 


CodeNEXT spokesperson Alina Carnahan told the Chronicle her team is 
working to finish comment consideration on draft two, and also gathering 
accompanying materials to clarify questions regarding draft three’s 
release. Despite anti-CodeNEXTers’ push for a petition to put the rewrite 
on a ballot instead of allowing Council autonomy to vote on the new code 
(see above), Carnahan said staff will continue to work “according to the 
updated timeline unless advised otherwise” by Council. 

The Planning Commission, the city’s other land use commission over¬ 
seeing the CodeNEXT process, has a regular meeting on Tuesday, Jan. 9, 
where members will surely discuss the rewrite and potentially hear from 
working groups doing deep dives into the code. PC and ZAP will have its 
joint meeting on Jan. 30, focusing solely on CodeNEXT. The next official 
ZAP meeting falls on Feb. 6, though special meetings for both commis¬ 
sions could be called. 

If all goes to plan, draft three hits the printer right around the time of 
ZAP’s Feb. 6 meeting. Commissioner Betsy Greenberg asked to pencil in a 
preview of 3.0 for that evening. Guernsey’s reply was vague: “We’ll see 
what we can do.” - Sarah Marloff

Barring some unanticipated derailment in 
final contract negotiations, Austin has a new 
city manager: Spencer Cronk, currently the 
Minneapolis “city coordinator,” an analogous 
administrative position but with less direct 
authority, as that city has a “strong mayor” 
system under which the mayor is also the 
chief executive. (“Spencer Cronk Named City 
Manager,” Dec. 22) Cronk succeeds Marc 
Ott, who resigned from the position in late 
2016, replaced on a lengthy interim basis by 
Chief Financial Officer Elaine Hart. Presum¬ 
ably, Hart will return to that position. 

Cronk’s appointment received a unanimous 
vote from City Council, and Mayor Steve 
Adler praised him as a “great choice” boast¬ 
ing “a proven track record of bringing people 
together on difficult community decisions.” In 
a brief phone conversation, Adler said Cronk 
had been able to persuade previously frac¬ 
tious city departments to collaborate more 
effectively, and that despite 
the difference in forms of city 
government, Council had been 
impressed with his abilities 
and potential. 

The search process had 
been anything but smooth - 
following advice of its consul¬ 
tant firm, Russell Reynolds 
Associates (and that of 
some local advocates), 

Council had opted for candi¬ 
date confidentiality that even¬ 
tually broke down under 
media pressure, and even 
after the secrecy was blown, 
the city faces a lawsuit from 
the Austin American- 
Statesman, charging violation 
of open meetings laws 
(“Double Top Secret 
Probation,” Dec. 8). Adler and 
other council members 
acknowledged that the process stumbled - 
CM Jimmy Flannigan said bluntly, “It’s fair 
to say that at times it was a farce.” But they 
insisted nevertheless that the search pro¬ 
duced a strong overall pool of candidates, 
and a difficult final choice: Cronk or Ann 
Arbor City Administrator Howard Lazarus, 
who until taking that position in 2016 had 
been Austin’s director of Public Works. 

Council members available over the holi¬ 
days declined to compare the candidates 
directly, but their comments suggested that 
Cronk won out partly because they hope he 
will represent a new approach to city man¬ 
agement; Lazarus’ local experience might 
have both helped raise his profile and hurt 
his final candidacy. 

“I liked Lazarus and he would have been 
great,” said Flannigan, “but he wasn’t the city 
manager I was looking for. I was looking for 
someone from the outside.” That perspective 
echoed press conference remarks of his col¬ 
league Alison Alter, who said she believes 
Cronk will bring a “fresh perspective” to city 
management. 


Mayor Pro Tern Kathie Tovo said that she 
considered both candidates “holistically,” and 
praised them both, but said Cronk’s experience 
in different cities - New York in the Michael 
Bloomberg administration as well as 
Minneapolis - suggested a diversity of back¬ 
ground useful in his new job. “I think he’ll bring 
some perspective from other large cities.” 

In addition to controversy over the search 
process - Flannigan and Tovo both said that 
early confusion over how and when the public 
would be invloved should have been straight¬ 
ened out far in advance - there was some neg¬ 
ative public reaction over the finalists. The 
local LULAC Council complained that there 
were no Hispanic candidates among the final¬ 
ists, but Tovo said the full candidate list had 
reflected a “diverse group of highly qualified 
candidates,” and that narrowing the list inevita¬ 
bly narrowed the field (“LULAC Protests Lack of 
Latino City Manager Finalists,” Dec. 8). 

There was also some lobbying 
against Lazarus from environ¬ 
mental groups, who sharply 
criticized his handling of the 
Zero Waste program during 
his time in Public Works, and 
pointed to controversy in Ann 
Arbor when he canceled a 
recycling contract over safety 
concerns at the recycling facil¬ 
ity. Those complaints were 
amplified by a social media 
campaign charging that a cou¬ 
ple of remarks by Lazarus in 
his public town hall meeting 
could be interpreted as sex¬ 
ist: He said raising his chil¬ 
dren had helped him learn 
“how to negotiate with irratio¬ 
nal people,” and that encour¬ 
aging the careers of “strong, 
independent women” inevita¬ 
bly means engaging with 
“strong, independent women.” 

Tovo said that in context, Lazarus had in 
fact spoken in praise of his daughters and in 
defense of city policies supporting women. 
Asked whether the criticisms from environ¬ 
mentalists had any bearing on the selection, 
Tovo said, “I can’t speak for my colleagues, 
but in my estimation they did not.” Mayor 
Adler responded, “I don’t think that was 
determinative.” Said Flannigan, “In my case it 
was very intentional that [those criticisms] 
would not affect my decision.” 

In any event, Cronk will arrive in Austin 
sometime in the next few weeks facing a full 
plate of immediate challenges: what to do 
about abandoned negotiations over the 
Austin Police Association contract (with 
similar challenges concerning Fire and EMS), 
and the extended official and public battles 
over the revision of the land use code (i.e., 
CodeNEXT). Even while he’s getting up to 
speed on those issues, Council begins in 
early February what promises to be another 
very difficult budget preparation year. Mr. 
Cronk, welcome to Austin! - Michael King

APD LIFE BEGINS UNDER CHAPTER 143 


As the dust settled over City Council’s 
decision last month to reject the agreed-to 
terms of a meet-and-confer agreement that 
its Labor Relations team had spent the past 
half-year bargaining with the Austin Police 
Association, it became clear that members 
hadn’t exactly considered the consequences 
of their decision. What were once distant 
concerns about a department operating 
under the state’s rigid civil service statute 
(referred to ominously these days as Chapter 
143) became immediately real after the 
union voted overwhelmingly to reject rene¬ 
gotiation overtures in the week before the 
holiday break. Then, in the hours leading up 
to the contract’s Dec. 29 expiration, council 
members spent considerable energy explain¬ 
ing their decision and trying to save face 
after damaging relationships 
with the police union and its 
smarting membership. 

CMs Alison Alter, Jimmy 
Flannigan, Ora Houston, 
and Ann Kitchen started 
that deluge on Dec. 28 with a 
stern joint-issued statement 
expressing disappointment 
in the APA’s decision to not 
extend the recently expired 
contract for another three 
months so that the two sides 
could renegotiate new terms 
in the spring. Mayor Steve 
Adler and Mayor Pro Tern 
Kathie Tovo followed late 
afternoon the next day, 
blaming the negotiation and 
voting process rather than 
the union’s decision, and 
promoting the “better 
choice” of adopting an inter¬ 
im contract - essentially the 
same terms as those that 
just expired except that offi¬ 
cers would receive “an appropriate pay 
raise” in exchange for “some transparency 
and accountability elements.” 

“We could only approve or reject the pro¬ 
posed police contract,” wrote the mayor and 
pro tern. “The Council could not make a 
single change to the proposed contract even 
if by working together we all could have 
made it better, so we voted to postpone con¬ 
sideration of the contract in hopes of reach¬ 
ing a better, more collaborative outcome 
that better helps Austin achieve its goals of 
being a safe city for everyone.” 

How exactly that would have happened 
remains unclear. Reached by phone on 
Monday, APA President Ken Casaday said 
the mayor’s plan couldn’t work because the 
language in the contract only allows for an 
extension if the two sides are making prog¬ 
ress and still bargaining. “They keep on 
beating me up over this,” he said, “and my 
attorneys are telling me, ‘You cannot do this 
because you’re not bargaining and you’re 
not making progress.’” 


Any attempt on Casaday’s part to violate 
the contract language could be met with 
legal action from his membership, some¬ 
thing he isn’t keen on provoking. And even 
if an extension were possible, membership 
would have to approve of any interim deal. 
Calling Council’s Dec. 13 rejection “a bitter 
pill,” Casaday concluded that the time 
under 143 might serve as a much-needed 
cooling-off period for everyone involved. 
“It’s too raw right now,” he said. 

LINDER TAKES HIS SHOT 

Demonstrating that in real time, NAACP 
President Nelson Linder sat for two inter¬ 
views with local TV outlets over the holi¬ 
days, coming out in support of the since- 


rejected contract and warning of the conse¬ 
quences of going back to the “horse and 
buggy” era of meet-and-confer. (To which 
former APD Chief Art Acevedo tweeted that 
Linder “never gave [APD] a pass when we 
engaged in unprofessional conduct” and 
“should be heard loud and clear.”) Still, it 
seemed an odd time for Linder, a longtime 
advocate of oversight reforms within the 
department, to reinsert himself into the 
conversation - though he said his absence 
during negotiations, and from the Dec. 13 
Council meeting specifically, was due to his 
desire to let new voices take center stage. 
“This is their day in the sun,” he told KVUE, 
“and they haven’t done very well.” 

Linder told me that he’d met over the 
summer with Austin Justice Coalition co¬ 
founder Chas Moore and Texas Criminal 
Justice Coalition coordinator Kathy Mit¬ 
chell (herself a city gadfly for about as long 
as Linder) to discuss their goals for reform¬ 
ing the contract. “My goal was to tell them, 
‘Look, know your history and see where we 


are,”’ he said. “Because you can’t dismiss 
the things we’ve done in this city with 
accountability.” He said he didn’t initially 
believe that the coalition’s ultimate goal 
would prove a total scrapping of the con¬ 
tract. Had he known, he said, he would have 
done things differently. “I would’ve said, 
‘Absolutely no way.’” He started lobbying 
Council via email in November, but by then 
it was too late. Even Linder acknowledged 
that members were already suffering infor¬ 
mation overload by then. 

On Wednesday, Moore said he met with 
Linder over the weekend (after Linder spoke 
out) and believes that the two can move for¬ 
ward together. “We didn’t want a contract to 
be approved if it wasn’t something progres¬ 
sive and new,” Moore said. While some in the 
broader coalition advocating for contract 
reform did want to scrap the contract, 
Moore’s AJC has worked to make changes to 
it within the process. He believes the tiff 
with Linder was largely a misunderstanding. 


BEYOND OVERSIGHT 

For Flannigan, part of a gaggle of coun¬ 
cil members primarily concerned with the 
fiscal implications of sustaining an addi¬ 
tional $80 million in compensation increas¬ 
es over the next five years, the focus on 
transparency and oversight has been mis¬ 
placed. “In fact, the Council’s vote was 
more about the money,” he asserted. “That 
message has been lost somewhere along 
the way.” He said he’s had conversations 
with constituents and laid out his problem 
with the contract as it was proposed. The 
numbers “showed that if we wanted to hire 
the officers that the Matrix Report says we 
need [‘Measuring Fairness,’ Nov. 4, 2016], it 
would essentially mean maxing out the tax 
rate every single year for over five years. 
And it was made pretty clear to me, in my 
district at least, that that was not going to 
be acceptable.” Flannigan references the 
specific appetite of his northwest subur¬ 
ban district, particularly sensitive to prop¬ 


erty crime, and how police funds can be 
used to stop it. “So when I sit down and 
talk with these folks and lay out the num¬ 
bers, they get it.” Although oversight and 
transparency played a role in his decision, 
the overwhelming factor was those fiscal 
questions. 

And indeed, though much of the Dec. 13 
meeting featured testimony on issues per¬ 
taining to transparency and oversight, sev¬ 
eral CMs seized on implications from the 
five-year General Fund projections in their 
closing statements, emphasizing the need 
for solid fiscal management. (Deputy Chief 
Financial Officer Ed Van Eenoo only sup¬ 
plied Council with those numbers that day, 
which resulted in some confusion.) Accord¬ 
ing to the projection, if Council approved 
the contract, the police budget would grow 
to $485 million by FY 2021-22, or 39.7% of 
the General Fund. This year, the depart¬ 
ment’s budget was just over $422 million. 
Council struggled to reconcile that number 
with the 144 officers it would like to hire 
over the next five 
years, which Van 
Eenoo said would come 
at a cumulative price 
of $61 million. 

Casaday expressed 
frustration with the 
money talk; the bar¬ 
gaining teams were 
caught off guard by 
those arguments well 
after they could have 
addressed them in the 
summer bargaining 
sessions. “That never 
was expressed,” he 
said. “City manage¬ 
ment was thrilled to 
death with what they 
had to pay. They said 
they saved 20 percent 
more than they thought 
they were going to 
have to spend, so they 
were happy with it, and 
then we got blindsided 
by ‘there’s just not enough money.’ City 
manager and CFO of the city say there’s 
plenty of money; everyone thought it was a 
good deal, including city management. 
And then to have them come and flush it 
down the toilet like that - that was really a 
big surprise.” 

And so the city’s police force now forges 
forward under state civil service for the 
foreseeable and indeterminate future. Adler 
and Tovo described their worst-case sce¬ 
nario on Friday: “Operating under Chapter 
143 would mean we can’t use the hiring and 
promotion procedures we’ve developed and 
thus would probably not achieve the diver¬ 
sity we seek in the police force - and toward 
which Austin has made good strides. Under 
Chapter 143, we will probably not maintain 
all the community and civilian oversight of 
incidents this community has achieved 
over time and through steady collaboration 
among community activists, organizational 
leaders, city staff, and the Police 
Association.” - Nina Hernandez

District 8 Pool Filling Up 

The new year is here, and in 
Austin that means five mem¬ 
bers of City Council - as well as 
the mayor - are up for re-elec¬ 
tion in November. Two new 
candidates have filed campaign 
treasurer appointments, the 
first official indication that they 
plan to challenge Ellen 
Troxclair for her seat in District 
8: environmental marketing 
specialist Paige Ellis (who does 
not have any campaign materi¬ 
als online but said on 
Wednesday that she’s in the 
“exploratory” stage of candi¬ 
dacy) and Bobby Levinski, a 
progressive, “pro-Austin” attor¬ 
ney who plans to run on a plat¬ 
form of local control - actual 
local control, he says, the kind 
that grants the “right of voters to govern themselves.” 

They join Concordia University Police Chief Shane 
Sexton in challenging an incumbent who, even in our 
most favorable assessment, could be said to have spent 
much of her first four-year term lamenting the liberal 
positions of her colleagues. (Rich DePalma, a consul¬ 
tant and veteran of the city’s school and Parks and Rec 
boards, has also hinted at a run.) Levinski in particular 
has been a public advocate for gay rights for some 
time, and since August has worked as a staff attorney 


for Save Our Springs. Past experience includes city 
work as a zoning aid for Council Member Jennifer Kim, 
and as a policy adviser for Laura Morrison and Mayor 
Pro Tern Kathie Tovo. The three gallivanted around 
Barton Springs together on New Year’s Day, taking part 
in the polar bear plunge, and could form an interesting 
bloc on Council (if not a swimming team), should Tovo 
go through with plans to file for re-election in District 9 
and Morrison mount a run at mayor. 

Also filing a CTA over the holiday was District 5 CM Ann 
Kitchen, back for a bit more fun. - Chase Hoffberger 



WHAT’S UP WITH WARREH WILDLIFE? 


Something’s brewing in the Bouldin Creek neigh¬ 
borhood. What was once a quiet church at the corner 
of Elizabeth Street and Bouldin Avenue has trans¬ 
formed in the last three years into the playhouse of a 
wealthy man. Think the Batcave meets Night at the 
Museum : a real sight to behold. The structure belongs 
to capitalist, game hunter, and UT alum Rick Warren, 
and is thus dubbed the Warren Wildlife Gallery. 
Wildlife, you say? The gallery’s verbiage boasts that it 
“acknowledges” hundreds of 
mammals and exotic birds in 
its state-of-the-art displays. 

But Warren’s stated goal of 
opening the property to 
educational tours might 
prove a bridge too far for a 
neighborhood that has eyed 
its multi-year development 
with a set of skeptical eyes. 

A tour through the space 
proves a painstakingly curated safari. One sees 
Warren’s personal hunting trophies, donations, pieces 
purchased at auction, and artificial models. The gallery 
is the product of nearly a decade of work, with wings 
devoted to all sorts of geographies: deserts, moun¬ 
tains, and even arctic scenes. Warren’s staff notes a 
few facts about the pieces, offering notes about the 
animals’ origins whenever possible. 

Though several neighbors who spoke with me last 
weekend said they personally considered the gallery to 
be incompatible with the neighborhood’s aesthetic, 
they acknowledge that Warren can do what he likes 
with the private property he owns. But it is Warren’s 
conditional use permit request with the city that they 
view as a red line, and that could provoke a crowd 
before the Planning Commission in the coming months. 
Staff is currently reviewing Warren’s proposal - which 


the reclusive financier says will allow him to preach the 

North American Model of Wildlife Conservation to 

Austin’s youth - and is expected to make comments 
this week. 

Neighbors object to the permit because they believe 
the Warren team’s assurances about minimal impacts 
as a result of the change ring hollow. One group called 
Oppose Warren has scattered yard signs around hous¬ 
es in the area, protesting both the permit and Warren’s 
penchant for purchasing near¬ 
by lots to accommodate either 
parking or other residential 
needs. “He hasn’t been a good 
neighbor,” said one woman 
with a sign in her yard. Some 
speculate that any permit 
could serve as a path toward 
securing Warren a tax-exempt 
status, something they object 
to. The gallery denies this 
charge on its website, and argues that the “ultimately 
marginal expense” of property taxes is chump change 
compared to the amount of money and time spent on 
the gallery. 

As we go to press, Warren and his team are still 
awaiting staff comments on their application. And 
Oppose Warren continues mounting its opposition cam¬ 
paign and raising funds for legal expenses, so the battle 
is far from over. Another note on Warren’s site hints that 
he may be being persecuted for his taxidermy, though 
that ranked well below ongoing construction and park¬ 
ing problems, and other concerns we’ve heard raised. 
“While some may feel it’s possible to drive Mr. Warren 
and the house with a private gallery out of the neighbor¬ 
hood to accommodate their preferences, there is no legal 
basis for such action,” provided his website. We’ll have 
more next week. - Nina Hernandez 
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Life After 
Gentrification 

When you and your home both have to move

Sitting at a small table inside her cramped 
camper, Carolina Sanchez called for her son 
to take their dog outside. He held the puppy 
in his arms as he opened the door, then 
walked down the steps of the recreation 
vehicle into the narrow strip of trailer park 
set up alongside the Chevron on Highway 
71 in Del Valle. Aside from the two dozen 
other mobile homes, gas pumps, a conve¬ 
nience store, and the traffic on the highway, 
there’s not much else to see. 

Sanchez apologized for the flies and ants 
around her house. Annoying as they may be, 
the insects were the least of her worries. Her 
children are struggling with a new school; 
their outdoor shower lacks a reliable supply 
of hot water. And the leaks in their roof, 
which expose the family to the elements 
during storms, have been plaguing the 
Sanchez family’s daily life since they were 
forced in May to move out of the mobile 
home community at 2110 Thrasher Lane. 

“It was too much,” Sanchez said of the 
move. “A lot of stress. My children were 
upset. They were worried. My son still says 
from time to time, ‘Mom, why did we have 
to move?”’ 

The Sanchezes had to move because the 
owners of the land had ordered that they 
must, but the motion of displacement can¬ 
not be understood merely as a disagree¬ 
ment between tenant and landlord. It’s 
more complex. Before Urban Rio LLC, 
which previously owned the Thrasher Lane 
Mobile Home Park, made residents aware 
of their plans to sell last March, Sanchez 
had already caught word that a change was 
on the way. Although people from outside 


the community came to their aid to negoti¬ 
ate some extra time and financial assis¬ 
tance, the park’s 17 mobile homeowners 
were ultimately on their own when the 
move-out date arrived. 

TERNS OF RELOCATION 

As rapid development has put some city 
residents at risk of displacement, cases like 
Sanchez’s illustrate how defenseless mobile 
homeowners can be to the wave of gentrifi¬ 
cation that has swelled with rising property 
values. Despite the danger, thousands of 
Austin families continue to choose to live in 
these humble abodes. For some, it’s the 
only realistic way to afford owning a home 
or having enough space to raise a family. 
But because mobile homeowners don’t 
actually own the land they live on, a sale of 
the property can quickly throw their lives 
into a tailspin. On Sept. 1, 2016, City Coun¬ 
cil adopted the Tenant Notification and 
Relocation Assistance Ordinance, which 
made a point to include mobile home resi¬ 
dents. The provisions of the measure recog¬ 
nized the higher stakes for this group of 
tenants - for example, mandating that 
developers give apartment renters 120 days 
notice of a move-out date and mobile home- 
owners 270 days. And yet the origin of the 
ordinance itself is rooted in two high-profile 
instances of displacement of apartment 
dwellers, not mobile homeowners. The 
parameters of its protections reflect that. 

In 2009, Houston-based firm Grayco Part¬ 
ners agreed to pay each tenant of Shoreline 
Apartments a $485 move-out stipend, in 
exchange for the city permitting a height 


extension on the South Shore District apart¬ 
ments set for construction on the property. 
In September of 2010, the developer offered 
only $125 to those who would vacate the fol¬ 
lowing June. When community advocates 
finally brought Grayco’s broken promise to 
the city, many tenants had already left, hav¬ 
ing received nothing in compensation. 

Then, on Aug. 5, 2015, the tenants of 
Lakeview Apartments were delivered notice 
by Cypress Real Estate Advisors that they 
would have to vacate the premises by Sept. 
30. After tenant protests, the owners con¬ 
sented to allowing those who had leases 
beyond September to stay until their con¬ 
tracts were up. That didn’t stop more than 
60 former tenants from filing a lawsuit 
against Cypress in 2016 for actual and 
exemplary damages caused by the eviction. 

The November 2015 resolution passed by 
Council to explore the possibility of a tenant 
relocation ordinance was a direct response 
to these cases. Mobile homeowners would 
not be incorporated into it until the next 
April, when another episode of displace¬ 
ment hit headlines. 

The homeowners at Cactus Rose Mobile 
Home Park learned that January that a 
rezoning application had been filed to 
accommodate developer 
Oden Hughes’ plans to 
build a 356-unit apartment 
complex. Representatives 
from Council Member 
Pio Renteria’s office and 
Texas RioGrande Legal 
Aid initially visited the 
community to help them 
organize, but it would be 
Renteria’s sister, Susana 
Almanza, and the 
Montopolis Neighborhood Plan Contact 
Team that ended up leading negotiations for 
the terms of their relocation. Cactus Rose 
residents held a series of press conferences 
to raise awareness of their dilemma, and 
spoke at City Hall to share their stories with 
commissioners and council members. The 
persistence proved an effective tactic, even¬ 


tually putting the community in a position 
to strike a deal with Oden Hughes: Single¬ 
wide trailer owners got $10,000 in relocation 
assistance, double-wide owners $20,000, and 
RV owners $2,000. Almanza cited the racial 
divide between the largely Hispanic Cactus 
Rose community and the white Oden 
Hughes negotiators as a reason for the dis¬ 
tance between the two parties, and the 
resulting confrontational stance of the 
mobile home park’s residents. 

Former Cactus Rose Neighborhood Assoc¬ 
iation President Saul Madero said that if he 
could do the bargaining over again, he 
would not have wasted his time appealing 
to the city’s sympathies. He said he should 
have thought about it more as if the com¬ 
munity was at war. “It doesn’t matter what 
your dreams are, or if you are worried about 
the children, or the animals. It doesn’t 
work,” he said. “You have to be realistic.” 

TOWNHONES AND CONDOMINIUMS 

Madero was one of the last residents to 
move out of Cactus Rose. His 1979 mobile 
home was too old to move, so he had to sell 
it and transport his family and their belong¬ 
ings to a storage shed while they looked for 
a new home. Some of their possessions 
were stolen, and argu¬ 
ments between his two 
sons escalated to the 
point where his oldest 
son left to stay with 
friends. Eventually, 
Madero’s wife found a 
new affordable mobile 
home for sale, and the 
family moved to the 
River Ridge Estates on 
Slaughter Lane. Madero 
said he used to pay around $800 a month for 
rent and bills at Cactus Rose. Now that he’s 
making payments on the new home, his 
monthly bills have risen to $1,300. He’s 
been working two jobs to break even, but 
said it’s worth it to have a dignified place to 
call home again.

Sanchez and her neighbors at Thrasher 
Lane had even less time to make arrange¬ 
ments, originally only 30 days. But one of 
Sanchez’s neighbors heard about how 
Almanza had helped at Cactus Rose, so they 
invited her to negotiate for them. Almanza 
was able to convince the owner to agree to a 
90-day move-out period, to pay $7,000 in 
relocation assistance for each of the 17 
households, and to waive two months of 
rent. Despite these accomplishments, San¬ 
chez said she did not feel Almanza made 
enough of an effort to represent the com¬ 
munity, and that she felt Almanza was more 
on the side of the owners. “In the end, it was 
like, ‘Y’all can figure it out on your own,”’ 
Sanchez said. “It felt like she was in a hurry 
to get it over with when we still hadn’t 
decided what we wanted to do.” 

Almanza said Thrasher Lane and Cactus 
Rose were different because Herman Car¬ 
denas, who represented Urban Rio during 
negotiations, was more willing to cooperate 
and less hostile than Oden Hughes had 
been. She speculated that some Thrasher 
Lane tenants might have been uncomfort¬ 
able with Cardenas’ attendance at their 
community meetings, but she had tried to 
explain to them that it was necessary to 
have a dialogue with the owner in order to 
make a compromise. “He was a person of 
color,” Almanza said. “He made it known 
that he understood and that he wanted to 
work with them. He wanted to make sure 
that everybody got a fair deal.” Cardenas 
could not be reached after multiple requests 
for comment. 

Sanchez said that even with Almanza’s 
help, it was hard to find someone to move 
her single-wide home in time for the move- 
out deadline. When she finally tracked 
down a mover, she paid $1,800 to relocate 
the mobile home to Del Valle, but on the 
way the home split in two on a bumpy road. 
Sanchez said she had to pay the mover an 
additional $700 to bring another machine 
out to transport it to a landfill. She and her 
husband used their remaining funds for a 


down payment on an RV that was about half 
the size of their previous home. 

TLH Riverside 6507MF-1 LP purchased 
the title to 2110 Thrasher Lane after all the 
tenants had been removed. Speaking on 
behalf of TLH, Graves, Dougherty, Hear on 
& Moody attorney Michael Whellan said 
that they were aware that a mobile home 
park had previously existed on the proper¬ 
ty, but that they did not know the details of 
how or why it was closed. TLH had filed an 
application to rezone the property for town- 
homes and condominiums after the tenants 
had already been displaced, so their request 
was too late to trigger the protections of the 


you’re seeing anticipated growth in young¬ 
er millennials,” he said, “you’d expect to see 
additional growth in multi-family.” 
Likewise, he agreed that the projected 
decline in manufactured homes would 
reflect an assumption that the demograph¬ 
ics that prefer that housing type - largely 
low-income households - will not be mov¬ 
ing to Austin. 

The Blueprint recommends not only 
facilitating the construction of new afford¬ 
able units, but also preserving those that 
already exist on the ground. Senior city 
planner Jonathan Tomko said that although 
there is no specific strategy listed in the 
document for sustaining mobile home com¬ 
munities, they still figure into the plan’s 
overarching approach of maintaining 10,000 
affordable units over the next 10 years. 
However, Dr. Esther Sullivan, an assistant 
professor at Colorado University who is 
writing a book on mobile home park evic¬ 
tions, said that if the city does not prioritize 
the preservation of these communities, 
then it is displacing them by default. 
“They’re not the same as every other source 
of affordable housing,” Sullivan said. “The 
last century of planning regulations and 
municipal codes have treated them categor¬ 
ically different than other forms of housing. 
So, to say as part of your preservation strat¬ 
egy ‘they’re just locked in with everything 
else’ is just disingenuous.” 

One of the tools outlined in the Blueprint 
does seek to address the 
mobile homeowners’ dis¬ 
connection from the land. 

Community land trusts, 
such as the one man¬ 
aged by the Guadalupe

tenant relocation ordinance. David Cox, one 
of the owners listed on TLH’s zoning appli¬ 
cation, did not respond to multiple requests 
for comment, but his Linkedln profile lists 
his most recent job title as a vice president 
for Cypress Real Estate Advisors, the devel¬ 
opers involved in the Lakeview case. 

A BLUEPRINT FOR GROWTH 

Of the nationwide housing stock, mobile 
homes represent the greatest supply of 
unsubsidized affordable housing for low- 
income households. Data aggregated by 
Fregonese Associates for the City of Austin’s 
Strategic Housing Blueprint shows that in 
2014 there were 7,223 households occupying 
mobile homes. Using what’s called the 
Balanced Housing Model, the consultants 
calculated based on projected demographic 
trends that that number will decrease to 
5,399 by 2040, granted there are no changes 
to the land development code. David Fiske, 
an urban planner with Fregonese, said the 
group based its forecast on housing prefer¬ 
ences among different demographics. “If 


Neighborhood Develop¬ 
ment Corporation, over¬ 
come that barrier by hav¬ 
ing a nonprofit buy the 
land to keep the property 
values from going up. 

Tomko said that the city 
could make regulatory changes to scale 
CLTs, but he also acknowledged that find¬ 
ing lenders who are willing to lend on a 
development product where the land is 
detached from the structure poses a signifi¬ 
cant challenge. 

Resident Owned Communities USA, a 
New Hampshire nonprofit, is one of those 
uncommon lenders. The organization has 
helped finance 211 manufactured home co¬ 
ops in 14 states. “Each homeowner owns a 
share of the entire community,” explained 
communications manager Mike Bullard. 
“We are the lender in about half of the deals, 
but we are obligated by our own rules to 
bring the best financing package that we 
can to the co-op. So in some states we are 
the best financing option, but in other states 


we can get lower interest rates, typically 
through a state housing finance authority.” 

As successful as ROC USA has been, 
their model depends on a property owner’s 
willingness to sell to them. Accordingly, the 
organization focuses on cultivating rela¬ 
tionships with movers and shakers in the 
real estate market so that it can seize oppor¬ 
tunities when they present themselves, but 
it avoids involving itself in political dis¬ 
putes between tenants and landlords. “If we 
were to become some sort of pariah in the 
industry, no one would want to work with 
us, and then we would be out of business,” 
Bullard said. 

Residents at the North Lamar Mobile 
Home Park at 8105 Research Blvd. have 
reached out to ROC USA to assist them in 
their long-term goal of collectively buying 
their property from current owners Frank 
Rolfe and Dave Reynolds. NLMHP NA 
President Nain Cruz said that process has 
been slow going because the community 
has struggled to set up a meeting with the 
owners, even to file complaints about the 
management of the property. When Rolfe 
and Reynolds bought the land in January 
of 2015, they raised rents in the middle of 
some tenants’ leases, provoking TRLA to 
file a lawsuit on behalf of the residents. 
Since then, Cruz said, the only time they 
hear from management is when it’s time to 
collect on rent. Rolfe declined to comment 
on whether the property would be sold in 
the near future, but 
he did say that he did 
not think that a 
mobile home park 
was the optimal use 
for that land. 

As an alternative to 
a private or state lend¬ 
er funding the upfront 
cost to buy mobile 
home park properties, 
it is possible for the 
local government to 
do so. The Bond 
Election Advisory 
Task Force is expected 
to make its final rec¬ 
ommendation to City 
Council this month as 
to what the 2018 bond 
will include, but at 
least part of that pack¬ 
age will be funds for affordable housing. In 
Almanza’s opinion, it would make more 
financial sense to use that money to invest 
in preserving mobile home parks rather 
than only incentivizing or subsidizing 
developers to offer income-restricted apart¬ 
ment units. 

CodeNEXT presents another possible 
avenue to safeguard mobile home commu¬ 
nities. If Council decides to approve the 
final draft of CodeNEXT, the city will have 
to be mapped in terms of the new zoning 
spectrum. The Manufactured Home zone is 
proposed to be carried forward in the new 
code, and all properties that currently have 
this zoning designation will retain it under 
the new map. However, not all mobile home 
parks carry this zoning. Thrasher Lane was 
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zoned neighborhood residential, and the 
Cactus Rose property was a hodgepodge of 
commercial, general office, and single-fam¬ 
ily zones. If the CodeNEXT map were to 
rezone all existing mobile home parks into 
the Manufactured Home zoning category, it 
could signal the city’s commitment to per¬ 
petuating this affordable housing stock. 

“THEY LOSE MORE” 

Contrary to these top-down solutions, 
Madero believes that the way to stop mobile 
homeowners from being displaced is for 
them to start organizing earlier, before a 
notice of eviction is delivered to their door. 
“Talk to your neighbors!” he urged. “If you 
fight back together, they will fear you.” 

Yet Madero has had trouble following his 
own advice at his new residence. People 
keep to themselves at River Ridge, and the 
atmosphere is quiet and peaceful. He said 
it’s nice, but that he misses Cactus Rose. He 
remembers the community spirit that exist¬ 
ed there: children riding their bicycles; pets 
jumping around the yard; music playing 
through open windows. Neighbors regular¬ 
ly borrowed money from each other and 
supported one another, Madero said. He 
doesn’t yet feel comfortable enough to lean 
on his new neighbors in that same way. 

Sanchez said she tries not to dwell on the 
past these days, so that she can concentrate 
on resolving the overwhelming complica¬ 
tions of the present. Water bills went unpaid 
in the chaos of relocation, and are now over¬ 


due. Her son has not had success making 
new friends at Del Valle ISD, and his grades 
are suffering. Recently, she sustained a 
head injury while helping her husband on a 
job, and had to go to the hospital. 

For displaced apartment renters, having 
to relocate to a new home can disrupt jobs, 
school attendance, health care, and much 
more. For displaced mobile homeowners, 
the treacherous journey the home itself 
must make can end up costing them every¬ 
thing. Sullivan said that in her field research 
of mobile home displacements, she 
observed that about one-third of those who 
had to involuntarily pick up and go ended 
up forfeiting their equity in the process. 
“They lose more. They incur all the nega¬ 
tive consequences of forced relocation, but 
as homeowners,” she said. “There’s a real 
social cost for a city to say that that [asset], 
which many have fought to achieve, just 
means nothing.” 

The term “mobile” is misleading. After 
being installed at a site, these homes settle 
onto the ground like any other structure. 
When a property owner orders mobile home 
owners to relocate, in cases like Sanchez’s it 
is essentially the same as if their home had 
been tagged for demolition. But unlike the 
destruction of other buildings in the city, no 
permit is required, and the damage hap¬ 
pens off-site and out of mind. The pain of 
losing everything, however, lives on in the 
minds of those that the city has collectively 
told to move out. ■

For most Austinites, New Year’s Day is the calm after the party-driven storm of New Year’s 
Eve, a Sabbath of sorts that sees many businesses shutting down and peeps staying bundled 
up in their homes - especially this year, when an unexpected bout of overnight snow and ice 
propelled outdoor conditions far past our usual level of acceptable chill. 

As an ATX native (read: winter wimp), I was tempted to hibernate, too. But on the cusp of 
debuting my vision of Austin via this weekly column as Snapshot - by photographing events, 
people, ideas, happenings, and even happenstance - it got me thinking: What better way to 
do so than by walking the city on the first day of 2018, gathering glimpses of stories through 
images as I go? 

So, wearing several sweaters, a scarf that made my neck disappear, and two-and-a-half 
pairs of pants (for real), I pushed the boundaries of my blood circulation and set out - through 
the winding passes of the west hills, through a couple south side hoods and Zilker Park, and 
finally through the main avenues of Downtown into North Austin - to capture the spirit of this 
new year so far with photos and the occasional conversation.

Enormous icicles formed 
during the NYE cold front 
lining the limestone walls of 
Loop 360 near Pennybacker 
Bridge begin to melt with 
the minuscule temperature 
increase of a sunrise muted 
by cloud cover. It’s a rare 
sight in Austin - even 
lovelier than usual for 
the myriad metaphors of 
transformation one could 
draw from them in the 
context of New Year’s Day. 


Jennifer Ransom Rice, 43, of 
Tarrytown, one of hundreds 
who participated in the 
Polar Bear Splash at Barton 
Springs Pool, an annual 
swim for brave/insane 
people: “My grandmother 
had a superstition that 
whatever you’re doing on 
New Year’s Day, you’ll be 
doing the rest of the year. 
When I did this the first time 
three years ago, I decided 
I wanted to spend my days 
trying new things and being 
surrounded by friends, so 
this is the start of that - it 
washes off the last year and 
starts you fresh.” 




Lucky, 39, a homeless man from 
Tulsa, Okla., who’s posted up 
on South Congress Avenue near 
Gibson Street, shares songs by 
Texas classics like Willie Nelson 
and Guy Clark, and offers his 
best advice for success in the 
year: “Above all else, take care 
of your social self and your 
spiritual self - call your mom 
and your dad, and those close 
to you often, and tell them you 
love them. Bless others and 
you’ll be blessed.”

Head Cheese 

Pat Dean takes over the Velveeta Room, a venue that’s 
redefining what a “comedy club” can be

A guy walks into a bar - stop me if you’ve 
heard this one - and says to the bartender, 
he says, “You look like an asshole.” 

Pat Dean flickers a tight smile, then leans 
forward, staring deadpan into the patron’s 
eyes. “Just checking in,” the guy says, and 
Dean nods. 

“The key to good customer service is 
leaning forward,” he tells me. “Not too 
much. You don’t 
want to intimidate 
them, but just 
enough to show 
interest.” The patron 
who called him an 
asshole was a come¬ 
dian. Just another 
comedian. The bar 
that Pat Dean is manning, for his first night 
in charge, is the Velveeta Room, Austin’s 
sliver of a Downtown comedy room that has 
found an artistic and atmospheric renais¬ 
sance at the butt-end of an ever-dirtier Dirty 
Sixth Street. 

Dean becomes just the third manager in 
the past 12 years for the club, which opened 
back in 1988 as a stand-up-oriented off¬ 
shoot of Esther’s Follies. He takes the reins 
from Mario DiGiorgio - a veteran road 
comic, graphic designer, and former 
Rmniest Person in Austin champion - who, 
during his tenure, presided over a com¬ 


plete makeover of the club, turning it from 
one of the seediest rooms Downtown to a 
comfortable, carefree shotgun lounge. 
Retro-hip decor, midcentury jazz, chalk¬ 
board tables, and gaslight atmosphere 
helped lure more of Sixth Street’s wander¬ 
ing revelers into the room. What happened 
to those notoriously fickle punters next 
was deliberately strange. 


Especially on Friday nights at 11pm. 
What used to be just another stand-up 
showcase turned into a rotating kaleido¬ 
scope of ideas: an all-banter show, a show 
where the comics get haircuts onstage, a 
show where the comics swap sets with 
each other, a show that’s somehow a live 
baseball game. “It was birthed out of bore¬ 
dom,” DiGiorgio says of the late show vari¬ 
ety hour. “It’s harder to book shows like 
that, but in the end it’s worth it, because I 
got to book comics who just wouldn’t work 


on a normal weekend show, because 
they’re so offbeat. 

“I want to experiment even further with 
those,” Dean says. “It’s usually a lot of 
people getting in for free from Esther’s 
Follies, and they’re already five drinks 
deep, so there’s no risk; might as well throw 
them a curveball.” 

One thing the Velv has never shed is its 
reputation among Austin comics as one of 
the toughest rooms in town. What that’s 
meant has evolved over the years. Veterans 
of Austin’s Nineties comedy boom - which 
produced folks like Matt Bearden, Martha 
Kelly, J.R. Brow, and DiGiorgio himself - 
speak of a time when a new comic would be 
mercilessly heckled by the old hands, just 
to haze out the weak. During the long span 
that Dana Smith held down the bar, the dif¬ 
ficulty of the room started to spring from its 
sheer emptiness, a blackened cavern in 
which a solitary ding from Dana’s bell 
would punctuate any joke that fell particu¬ 
larly flat. (During the summer, actual fuck¬ 
ing crickets sometimes chirped in the cor¬ 
ners.) Lately, with the fortunes of the club 
on the rise, the focus has been on the diffi¬ 
culty of pleasing Sixth Street’s patrons 
themselves, who, depending on their 
exhaustion and drunkenness levels, can 
veer anywhere from snoring silence to rau¬ 
cous laughter to a strange admixture of 
anger and pity. (Full disclosure: The Velv 
occasionally pays me to tell jokes there, so 
the preceding description was delivered 
with something remotely akin to love.) 

Dean is, by general acclaim, the perfect 
choice to be the next booker and bartender. 
If you’ve seen him onstage, you’ve encoun¬ 
tered a grim Irish baby prone to wincing 
faces and ironically pandering asides - 
“Have you heard about this?” - telling ador¬ 
ably bleak stories. Offstage, however, Dean 
is garrulous and quick to laugh, eager to 
make any situation 
as fun as possible. 

Often referred to 
as the Mayor of 
Austin Comedy (a 
title conferred with 
the tongue-in-cheek 
sincerity that only 
stand-up comedians 
can muster), Dean brings all the perfect 
qualities for the position: bartending expe¬ 
rience (he’s a notorious fixture at the 
Tavern), booking experience, stand-up 
experience, and a diplomatic approach to 
life that’s garnered him no enemies and an 
open-armed welcome in any venue in town, 
including Austin’s big dog, Cap City 
Comedy Club, where he taught defensive 
driving for several years. 

“The Velv has never competed with Cap 
City, and it won’t,” Dean says. “We put up a

different style of comic. If you’re unrepped 
and you’re funny, that’s who I want. People 
might not know them, but we do. Comics 
do. And it’s exciting to share those people.” 

He knows manning the bar will keep him 
offstage on the weekends, but it’s not a big 
sacrifice for him, because he believes so 
much in the room. “Honestly, that’s the big¬ 
gest reason I wanted this job,” he says. “It’s 
a testament to what Mario did that the room 
is so great now, and I didn’t want anyone 
else to screw it up.” 

He falls back in his chair and fixes me with 
his trademark deadpan look. “If anyone’s 
screwing this up, it’s gonna be me, dammit.” ■

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Drive and Shoot 

“The Open Road: Photography & the American Road Trip” 
is a portrait of what we find with our cameras as we travel

The subject of the photograph, ostensibly, 
is the statue of the military-looking gent 
atop the pedestal in the traffic-encircled bit 
of greenspace at which the lens is aimed. 

In the print, however, that bronzed luminary 
occupies a mere fraction of the image’s 
upper right corner and appears more 
like a toy soldier than a memorialized 
civic leader. Instead, what consumes 
almost half the frame - and all our 
attention - is a car’s side mirror in 
which is seen a sizable chunk of the 
driver’s head leaning 
out the window, the 
camera held to his 
lone visible eye, wide 
open under a heav¬ 
ily furrowed brow as 
he works to get the 
shot. As much as any single image in “The 
Open Road: Photography and the American 
Road Trip” - an exhibit as expansive as the 
country we love to criss-cross by auto - this 
one by Lee Friedlander sums up our complex 
relationship with cars and cameras. 

How we love to drive, to slide behind the 
wheel and go, to motor across the length and 
breadth of this land, from sea to shining sea. 
Stephen Shore, one of the 19 photographers 
included in this Aperture Foundation traveling 
show, has said what “a liberating experience” 


it was learning to drive: “I could get into a 
car and have a credit card in my pocket and I 
could just go - go for days. It was the sense 
of freedom and independence I loved.” It’s a 
sense of freedom and independence, though, 
that we want a record of - visual proof 
that we made it to such-and-such a 
place. So at every opportunity, out 
comes the camera and click goes the 
shutter, so we have another docu¬ 
ment that we were there. 

Friedlander’s photograph hints at 
the idea that our 
presence in the 
image often means 
more than whatever 
it is we’re taking a 
picture of. And the 
car we’re in can 
mean more, too - it is, after all, the exten¬ 
sion of our self, so much so that sometimes 
we won’t even get out of it to snap a shot 
of something. American road trippers give 
a whole new meaning to the term “drive-by 
shooting.” 

All this isn’t to say that Friedlander - or 
any of his colleagues here - should be con¬ 
fused with such casual shutterbugs. The 
photo described above is meticulous in its 
composition and surprisingly crisp given 
its seemingly offhand execution. This is a

photographer using his practiced eye and 
skill to show us something he’s found on the 
open road, something worth our attention, 
some reflection of who we are, and that’s the 
case with all of these image-makers. Some 
chronicle, capturing places and people in spe¬ 
cific communities as they find them. Some 
comment, staging scenes against landscapes 
they come across or setting text against the 
images. But all are extremely conscious of 
where they are and what time it is - that is, 
the cultural moment: In his photo of a trolley 
in 1950s New Orleans, Robert Frank shows 
how clearly the line was drawn between white 
and black in the pre-civil rights South; in 
his 1964 shot of tourists holding postcards 


of the Texas School Book Depository while 
standing at Dealey Plaza, Garry Winogrand 
(who taught photography at the University of 
Texas in the Seventies) shows how quickly 
the assassination of JFK and all its details 
had lodged in the American psyche; in her 
2012 portrait of a young woman playing the 
accordion from the tailgate of a truck, Justine 
Kurland shows us a poster child of the post- 
Great Recession gig economy; in their prank- 
sterish image of french fries sprouting on the 
rim of the Grand Canyon, Taiyo Onorato and 
Nico Krebs show how far our fast-food culture 
has spread now: right to one of our greatest 
natural wonders and most beloved road-trip 
destinations.

NY IN THE SNOW 

by Vivienne Gucwa 
Ilex Press, 192 pp., $24.99 

On New Year’s Eve - while we were out par¬ 
tying with friends or sitting around quietly at 
home with family or just by ourselves and our 
cat or whatever - it snowed for the second 
time in 2017 in Austin, Texas. 

And, just like whenever it snows in Austin, 
admittedly a rare event, people’s Facebook 
and Instagram and Twitter feeds suddenly 
filled with photos of the phenomenon. Snow! 

In Austin! So many amateur shutterbugs, as 
we used to be able to more accurately call 
them, capturing images of the frozen stuff fall¬ 
ing from the sky and piling up as cold white 
fluff across the object-studded cityscape. 

Lovely scenes, to be sure. 

But not even a native Texan would sug¬ 
gest that such tableaux could hold an icy 
candle to the more extreme urban glories 
of snow in New York City. Because they’ve 
seen that spectacle unfolding all kinetic in 
countless movies, even if they haven’t seen 
it in person, and they know. So they could 
probably guess that a book called NY in the 
Snow by acclaimed photoblogger Vivienne 
Gucwa is an equally spectacular document 
of the Big Apple’s yearly transmogrification 
into a winter wonderland. 

And they’d be right. Which is why Ilex 
Press, one of the world’s top publishers of 
reference and activity books by and for what 
some call the creative class, has brought 
Gucwa’s collection to the world in a gorgeous 


hardcover volume that’s packed - kind of in 
the way NYC is packed with people, except 
with better design sense - with images of 
those famous streets and buildings and lim- 
inal spaces so whitely wreathed with what 
winter’s wrought. We mean, wow. 

Beautifully reproduced here, whether in full 
color (most often) or starker black-and-white, 
the scenes comprise a span of years in which 
the photographer roamed the skyscrapered 
neighborhoods of her home base during or 
after snowfall and grabbed image after image 
of the storms and their results. Enhanced 
in NY in the Snow with occasional personal 
annotations, the array of frozen visions 
provides a strong sense of place under the 
season’s siege. Also - we did mention Ilex is 
important in a reference-y way? - each photo 
is noted not only with the area in which it was 
taken, but with which camera and shutter 
speed, etc., Gucwa used to capture it. 

Ilex published Gucwa’s previous book - 
named after her blog, NY Through the Lens 
- back in 2014. This new one, just in time 
for reading while inundated by harshening 
cold, was released in September. We suggest 
it’s a good book to have, no matter where 
you live, especially if you get yourself a copy 
before summer comes blazing in: By then, 
these evocative images of the City That Never 
Sleeps blanketed by snow may be an even 
more welcome sight. - Wayne Alan Brenner

Exotic wildlife tours at the Y.O. Ranch Headquarters 
west of Kerrville are a continuation of a Texas legend. 

The story began when Charles Schreiner drove long¬ 
horns up the Western Trail to Kansas to raise capital. 

The enterprise grew into an empire of mercantile, bank¬ 
ing, and ranching on the Texas frontier. He also experi¬ 
mented with raising exotic breeds of sheep. 

In the 1950s his son began importing African animals 
to the ranch. The first were surplus stock from the San 
Antonio Zoo. The wildlife menagerie grew to 22 species 
plus the ranch’s bison, longhorns, cattle, and sheep, says 
Debbie Hagebusch, director of tourism for the ranch. 

Among the gazelles, giraffes, and wildebeests are for¬ 
eign species that are either extinct or endangered in 
their native range. Hagebusch says the animals do well 
because of careful herd management and a habitat that 
is similar to their home. 

The ranch offers two-hour bus tours, private tours in 
an open-air ATV (which is really special), and five-hour 
deluxe tours. The excursions allow visitors to look around 
the historic ranch, interact with the animals, and have 
lunch. 

Captain Schreiner purchased the ranch that grew to more than 600,000 acres in 1880. He named it after a cattle brand purchased 
from Y.O. Coleman. In 2015, the heirs sold 5,300 acres that became the Y.O. Ranch Headquarters. The new owners have breathed fresh 
life into the ranch’s operation, especially the unique lodging options. 

Y.O. Ranch Headquarters is near Mountain Home in western Kerr County. Reservations are required. A visit gives a behind-the-scenes 
look at wildlife from around the world on a working ranch.

Soak, Sprout, Blend 

FRONKS FRESH NUT MILKS INSPIRE FLAVOR 
AND REDUCED FOOTPRINTS by Adrienne Whitehorse 



Recycling isn’t the only way Fronks is trying to reduce their 
footprint. After squeezing the milk from the blended nut mix¬ 
ture, a significant amount of pulp is left over. “We’ve been 
experimenting,” she says, describing coconut energy balls that 
have become a favorite snack. Fronks shares their commercial 
kitchen space with a gluten-free baker and a vegan bakery, 
who have also been making treats, including pie crusts. “It’s 
fun to be able to attempt a zero-waste model,” says the enthu¬ 
siastic home cook. “You can make a cashew cheese out of it,” 
she says as her eyes light up. “That’s on my list next.” ■ 


Once a home recipe is mastered, and it’s way better 
than what’s sold in stores, it’s hard to go back. That’s what 
Jordan Fronk discovered when she started making an organic 
almond-cashew blend from scratch for her kids and husband. 
While the process is time consuming, Fronk finds it therapeu¬ 
tic. “We soak and sprout all of the nuts for 24 to 48 hours,” 
she explains, “which basically unlocks the nutrients and 
allows your body to absorb them.” From there, the softened 
kernels are blended with water and a few simple ingredients, 
then strained by hand. “Friends and family were begging me 
to make it for them,” she laughs, “then I realized 
that I had accidentally started a business.” 

The local dairy alternative comes in three 
varieties: Original, Simple, and Cocoa. The origi¬ 
nal is made with almonds, cashews, dates, sea 
salt, and cinnamon - Fronk admits that this past 
spring she drank nothing but this blend mixed equal parts 
with Chameleon Cold-Brew. The cashews, she explains, give 
an extra creaminess that’s not found in store-bought almond 
milk, and using dates as a sweetener means no additional 
sugar is needed. “Simple” omits the cinnamon and uses half 
the amount of dates, so it’s slightly less sweet. And “Cocoa” 
has the addition of hazelnuts for extra flavor. “Kids love it,” 
says Fronk of the chocolatey drink. “I’ve made mochas with 
it, and it’s delicious.” 

To figuratively sweeten the pot, Fronks makes home deliv¬ 
eries (at no additional cost if customers sign up for weekly 
or biweekly service), and subscribers of Farmhouse Delivery 


(serving Austin, Dallas, San Antonio, and Houston) 
can add Fronks to their shopping cart online. Fronks 
is stocked in the refrigerated case at Manana (South 
Congress Hotel’s cafe) for retail purchase, and is 
offered in espresso drinks by the baristas at June’s 
All Day. “People are very passionate about their cof¬ 
fee and what they’re putting in it,” says Fronk, explain¬ 
ing that she plans to reach out to many more coffee 
shops in 2018. “If you’re going to a place that has 
excellent coffee and have to put generic junk in it,” 
she says with a shrug, “it kind of defeats 
the purpose.” 

The quality beverage arrives in an equally 
classy glass bottle. FODA, a local graphic 
design studio and brand consultancy, was 
Fronk’s first choice when it came to the 
packaging. “They’ve done - I think - some of the best 
restaurants in town,” she says, “so I reached out 
to them right off the bat. Each of the three flavors 
comes in a unique bottle. “One of the designers looked into 
the history of the ingredients - the almonds, the cocoa, and 
cinnamon - and the origins of where they came from, and 
used that to inspire the pattern motifs,” she explains. “I love 
how they turned out, and I feel like it’s a tiny piece of art.” 
The delivery trucks will take back empty bottles so they can 
be sanitized and reused, but often Fronk will receive photos 
from customers of how they’ve repurposed the beautiful 
glassware in their homes.

ICYMI: Workhorse Bar 

NORTH LOOP TAVERN GETS IT DONE RIGHT 


With a name like Workhorse, a neighbor¬ 
hood bar can either fizzle out in an ironic 
twist or deliver on its namesake - the latter 
fate being true for the North Loop fixture. 
Famous for its extensive beer menu, the pub 
features a tap wall with close to 40 regularly 
available drafts (plus rotating seasonal taps) 
and a fine selection of bottles and cans. 
Focusing on local craft beer can get pricey, 
but fear not at Workhorse. Holding true to its 
“happy hour starts when you get here” catch- 
phrase, the bar serves 
a selection of $3 Texas 
craft drafts, $2 tall boys, 
and $3 wells. And that’s 
all day, every day, folks. 

It’s tempting to show 
off Workhorse to brew fanatics only, but 
that would be wholly unwise. The do-it-all 
bar has curated a solid offering of house 
cocktails, shots, and a few wines. Striking 
a balance among all imbibers, the sweeping 
drink menu makes Workhorse an ideal place 
to try something new or stick to mainstays. 
Not in the mood for a Race Horse (a shot of 
bourbon and Campari, shaken with lemon) or 
a house margarita with fresh-squeezed lime? 


Workhorse stocks a full bar that’s sure to 
satisfy anyone’s quest for a cold one. 

The democratic spirit of the drink menu 
lives on in the food menu as well. Ordering 
at the bar, patrons face a bevy of choices 
ranging from the popular white wings (chicken 
bites stuffed with jalapehos, wrapped in 
bacon, with wing sauce) to three vegetar¬ 
ian entrees. From there, hit up the excellent 
jukebox before sliding into a window seat 
along North Loop for a low-key date night. 

The expansive wooden 
tables and smattering of 
TVs in the main dining 
area make Workhorse an 
easy sell for an afternoon

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Eat Well, 
Learn French 

Dine in Austin’s Petite Provence, speak French, 
and go back to basics

In a sunny, glass-enclosed kitchen, a pot 
of water bubbles away and the methodical 
clicking of a knife on wood welcomes stu¬ 
dents to class. Slowly they trickle in, and as 
each student crosses the threshold of this 
West Austin home, they find themselves 
transported to Provence. The boldly colored 
walls are filled with art, and sunshine car¬ 
ries the scents of Mediterranean herbs on 
its rays as they drift out of the kitchen. 
Eagerly, everyone gathers around a roughly 
hewn wooden table to begin their lesson. 

At Valerie Chaussonnet’s house, lesson 
time means dinner time, and dinner is an 
immersive experience. Everything from the 


decor to the food - and most importantly 
the language - are all French. For a moment, 
you feel as if you’ve actually found yourself 
in a French countryside home. “We pretend 
that we’re in France,” Chaussonnet explains. 
“People have a good time and they really 
get to practice.” Almost all this practice 
happens with eight students around the 
dinner table. “But that’s French,” the host 
offers with a shrug. Like many things about 
her home, this intimate classroom setting 
seems primed to foster conversation. 

“It’s like a supper club,” Chaussonnet 
explains. Those that register for a French 
course are fed dinner as part of their tuition. 


As a teaching technique, food has the natu¬ 
ral tendency to incite conversation. “I feed 
them as a distraction, and we also talk 
about the food.” Having such a purposeful 
dinner is a way of making people forget 
they’re in a language class. Students are 
inspired to search for descriptions of their 
favorite memories, flavors, textures, scents, 
and colors in each dish in order to express 
their enjoyment of a meal or their recom¬ 
mendations for improvement. Plus, a 
French meal is naturally accompanied by 
wine, which, Chaussonnet admits with a 
mischievous twinkle in her eye, is a fool¬ 
proof way to break down barriers and get 
conversation flowing. 

“Most of my students have been in France 
and they come back with a craving and an 
interest in the food, so we talk about it,” 
Chaussonnet says. “They engage because 
they have stories associated with the food.” 
From this common starting point, the talk 
effortlessly ebbs and flows, touching sub¬ 
jects from travel to children. Per house 
rules, politics are never allowed to enter the 
conversation. 

As an anthropologist, Chaussonnet 
explains her philosophy behind teaching 
the French language: In order for learning 
to happen successfully, students must 
involve a cultural component into their les¬ 
sons. For that reason, 
she says, “I use classic 
French recipes.” In her 
house, however, meals 
are vegetarian (and 
organic), so that every¬ 
one can enjoy the meal. 

“Even if people are big 
meat-eaters, they’re 
just going to be in better health if they eat 
once a week without meat. I think they can 
survive,” she says with a wry smile. 

Although some evenings involve crepes, 
elaborate desserts, or the occasional 
Russian dish (she spent a few years living 
and working in Russia), most consist of a 
simple pairing of soup and salad. This rudi¬ 
mentary meal is often accompanied by 
cheese, wine, and, of course, bread. “I get 
beautiful bread,” coos Chaussonnet as she 
displays the rusticity of the grain that looks 
like it was made to sop up a hearty broth. 
Bread, she explains, is an essential part of 
any true provincial French meal. It also 


helps soak up the copious amount of wine 
that can appear at the dinner table. 
“Sometimes we have four bottles of wine for 
eight people,” she laughs. “So, I put ‘mer- 
credi’ on the bottle and keep it for the next 
Wednesday.” After all, French education is a 
responsible endeavor. 

The seed for these culinary-centered 
classes was planted over two decades ago 
when Chaussonnet began an informal 
French day care to teach her own children 
French in the company of their peers. As in 
most child care centers, they played games, 
made snacks together, and cultivated every¬ 
day problem solving. The difference was 
that the entire day was spent conversing in 
French. Unsurprisingly, it wasn’t long until 
the parents recognized the efficacy of her 
model and began requesting classes for 
themselves. Chaussonnet took the request 
to heart, and her day care quickly evolved 
into adult language learning lessons at La 
Petite Provence. French education through 
a food focus is, however, the latest incarna¬ 
tion of a decades-old teaching model. 

With a Breton for a mother, and a father 
who hails from southwestern France, 
Chaussonnet was exposed to an expansive 
repertoire of recipes in her childhood 
which set the foundation for her fascina¬ 
tion with food later in life. However, in 
France, her interest in 
gastronomy wasn’t 
unusual. She remem¬ 
bers being in school 
and having whispered 
conversations with her 
classmates about what 
they had for dinner the 
night before. She 
recalls having as a child a “long conversa¬ 
tion about whether there should be onions 
in the gratin dauphinois or not.” These 
moments, she says, encapsulate the French 
experience, which is what she is trying to 
re-create for her students. 

“Food in France is so central,” she asserts. 
But it is not the haute cuisine of 5 -star 
Michelin restaurants that is the lifeblood of 
l’hexagone. Life is found in the provincial 
dishes that have been handed down from 
generation to generation. Beautiful for their 
utilitarian and nourishing nature, the no¬ 
frills French food that Chaussonnet 
shares with her students is also an

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unadorned glimpse into the culture that 
created the food and the language that so 
many embrace. “I make it really French,” 
insists Chaussonnet. “It’s not fancy.” A 
glance into her kitchen shows her claim to 
be true. Like Coco Chanel’s little black 
dress, the kitchen is brimming with 
basics. Ingredients are stacked together 
thoughtfully as if already poised to 
become a dish, but each one is capable of 


being used in a variety of recipes. For 
Valerie Chaussonnet, this pared-down 
approach to French food is the true essence 
of life in Provence: Simplicity is the true 
beauty of French cuisine. ■

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This Is My Truth, Tell Me Yours 

Sebastian Stan and Steven Rogers on unreliable narrators in I, Tonya

There are two Tonya Hardings. There’s 
the world-class figure skater who threw it 
all away when she had some heavies break 
the kneecaps of her archrival, Nancy 
Kerrigan, on the eve of the 1994 Winter 
Olympics. And then there’s Tonya the 
abused kid who grew into an abused 
woman, the hardscrabble success story 
surrounded by dangerous idiots who 
wrecked her life and turned her into a 
national media punch line. Who said both 
can’t be true? 

For the literal he said, she said retelling in 
I, Tonya, actor Sebastian Stan swapped the 
metal arm of Marvel’s Winter Soldier for the 
weasel mustache of Jeff Gillooly, Harding’s 
first husband and the source of many of her 
woes. As the story flicks between Harding 
(played by Margot Robbie) and Gillooly’s 
version of events, Stan said, “Our job was to 
represent each of these points of view 
equally, and at some point leave it to the 
audience to decide who to believe.” 

Growing up in Europe in the early 
Nineties, the Harding media show passed 
Stan by, and it wasn’t until 2014, when 
ESPN presented the story in the 30 for 30 
episode “The Price of Gold,” that he got his 
education. Yet even then, he quickly real¬ 
ized that this landmark moment in 
American culture is mired in ambiguity. He 
said, “People stop me and say, ‘Oh, so-and- 
so hit somebody in the knee with a bat.’ 
Nobody seems to know exactly what hap¬ 
pened. There’s just an echo of murmurings 
of this large media spectacle.” For Stan, the 
story is “very similar to the O.J. situation. 


Even though we kind of pretty much know, 
we don’t accept it, or we can’t accept it alto¬ 
gether, because there’s something mythical 
about it.” 

The source material for I, Tonya is inter¬ 
views with key players conducted by Steven 
Rogers, the scriptwriter best known for 
fluffy cinematic confections like Stepmom 
and Love the Coopers. Stan said, “He 
approached this going, ‘I want to get as far 
away from a Christmas story as possible,’ 
and I’m like, ‘Yeah, but you ended up writ¬ 
ing a really unbelievable script out of it.’”

Much like his characters have a habit of 
reinvention, Rogers sought to escape a 
career rut. He had extraordinary early 
career success with the first script he ever 
wrote, the Central Texas-shot Hope Floats, 
but also quickly found himself pigeon¬ 
holed. He said, “They think of you as just 
one thing, and I became the guy that wrote 
romantic comedies - which they were rap¬ 
idly not making anymore.” Realizing that 
he had to find a new career trajectory (“I’d 
got used to eating,” he explained), by sheer 


accident he saw the same 30 for 30 as Stan, 
and was immediately hooked. “I’ve never 
been on ice skates in my life,” he admitted, 
“but I wanted to do the Wicked thing of tak¬ 
ing someone who is vilified.” Just as the 
studio system was seeing him as just the 
rom-com guy, “all of the characters were 
being reduced by the media to just a punch 
line, to just one thing.” 

If he was looking for an antidote to the 
trite and cozy middle-class diversions of his 
old work, this was the blue-collar break he 
needed. “I went on the Tonya Harding web¬ 
site, to see if the life rights were even avail¬ 
able, and I called her agent, and it was a 
Motel 6.1 just thought, ‘I’m in. I don’t know 
where it’s going to take me, but I’m in.’” 

Despite never having interviewed anyone 
before, Rogers flew to meet Harding. “She 
picked me up in her truck, but there was no 
passenger door handle on the outside, so I 
couldn’t get in.” At that first lunch, “she was 
trying to put her good face on. She’s told 
this story a lot, so a lot of it just came out by 
rote, so I thought, ‘Mmm, got to get around 
that.’ So once I got the life rights, I went 
back up there and interviewed her over a 
two-day period.” 

Next on the list was Gillooly who, much 
to Rogers’ surprise, had never really given 
his side of the story of what everyone 
involved called “the incident.” Rogers said, 
“He’s given interviews like, ‘Where are they 
today?’ or he’s commented on stuff for 
Hard Copy.” Unlike Harding, Gillooly 


refused to take any payment for his partici¬ 
pation. Rogers said, “The only reason I 
think he wanted to talk to me was because 
his wife liked my movies, those romantic 
comedies that I was trying to run from.” 

After more research, including a conver¬ 
sation with Kerrigan herself, Rogers began 
writing the script. Yet when he started look¬ 
ing at his notes, he found himself with a 
stack of very different takes on a single 
event. “They’re all trying to control the nar¬ 
rative, and control the story, which I think 
is very human. They’re all trying to tell 
themselves what they need to tell them¬ 
selves in order to live with themselves.” 
The contradictions were not a problem but 
instead, he said, “I thought, that’s my in. 
Put everybody’s remembrances up there, 
and let people decide for themselves what 
they think happened.” 

The story became less about the inci¬ 
dent, and more about how Gillooly and 
Harding saw each other. For Stan, that 
meant playing multiple Jeffs: the abusive 
twenty something maniac that Tonya fled; 
the meek pawn of circumstance of his own 
reminiscences; and the remorseful 50-year- 
old that Rogers interviewed. He said, “I 
spent a great deal of time focusing on the 
technical aspects. I was walking around the 
city like crazy, listening to the interview 
over and over, trying to get his voice down, 
trying to physicalize things that I saw in 
little pieces here and there of footage that I 
found online.” 

Yet even that personal research, added to 
Rogers’ script, left some big gaps for Stan in 
Gillooly’s story. “I couldn’t find anything on 
him in his childhood. I couldn’t find any¬ 
thing about, how does he look now? Did he 
take care of himself? Did he gain weight? 
Did he have any ideas when he was young 
about what he wanted to become?” So in 
January 2017, two weeks before shooting, 
Stan traveled to Portland, to see the places 
where Gillooly and Harding grew up - the 
rink where they met as teens, the diner 
where they had their first date - and then 
had dinner with the real Gillooly. “It was 
very surreal,” Stan said. “You spend two 
months studying someone, and then you 
meet them and it’s like a weird deja vu.” 

With only one evening together, Stan 
filled in a few of those blanks, and got a 
rounder opinion of the man he was re-creat¬ 
ing. The actor described him as “very pleas¬ 
ant and very open,” if still confused about 
why anyone would want to drag up this old 
history. Moreover, Gillooly did not seem to 
know what to make of Stan. “I think he said 
something about his daughter had watched 
Gossip Girl, but he didn’t really know any¬ 
thing about me. He was certainly looking at 
me [like] ‘I don’t know why they cast this 
guy, because we don’t look anything alike.’” 

For Rogers and Stan, the purpose of I, 
Tonya is in finding the truth of the people, 
not the events, and they are both OK with 
that. Stan said, “To this day, I can’t tell you 
that I arrived at some conclusion where I 
can sit here and tell you the truth. I don’t 
think we’ll ever really know.” ■

Skating on Thin Ice 

The comedy and tragedy of Tonya Harding

Lest you have forgotten, or perhaps are 
too young to remember, let’s revisit: Nearly a 
quarter of a century ago, way back in 1994 
(January 6, to be precise), a figure skater 
named Nancy Kerrigan was assaulted just 
above the knee with a baton by a person 
hired by the ex-husband of another figure 
skater, Tonya Harding. But also, this hap¬ 
pened: Everyone went bat-shit crazy about it. 
The media quickly and mercilessly spun the 
story of a sweet girl next door getting beat 
up by poor white trash. Their shorts program 
at that year’s Olympics was one of the 
most watched telecasts in American 
history. Kerrigan got a silver medal 
and Harding ended up pleading 
guilty (but only to the charge of hin¬ 
dering the investigation). She was 
stripped of her championship title 
and banned from the sport. And everyone 
went on to the next frenzy. 

You can probably tell by the title that writer 
Steven Rogers and director Craig Gillespie 
have absolutely zero interest in hearing both 
sides of the story (Kerrigan is seen but 
utters not a word, just a shriek). Which is 
perfectly fine, because none of the key play¬ 
ers - Harding (Robbie), Gillooly (Stan), and 


bodyguard Shawn Eckardt (Hauser) - can 
seem to agree on anything anyway. The film 
immediately strikes a tone of defiance and 
does not let up for two exhilarating and wildly 
entertaining hours. 

A skater since she was 3 years old, Harding 
is barely supported and often abused by her 
mother LaVona (Janney, having a blast sucking 
down More cigarettes and playing a despica¬ 
ble bitch). The foulmouthed skate-mom sees 
her daughter’s talent as a way out of poverty, 
and when not using assault as a motivator,

she employed the method of reverse psy¬ 
chology, paying people in the crowd to mock 
her child before she performed. Teen Tonya 
eventually trades LaVona for Gillooly, another 
abusive asshole who ended up sending her 
career down the toilet. Did I mention this is 
a comedy? 

/, Tonya is a riveting piece of cinema, 
successfully utilizing all the things that 


screenwriters are supposed to avoid: 
voiceovers, direct address, unreliable nar¬ 
rators. It also looks gorgeous, thanks to 
cinematographer Nicolas Karakatsanis and 
production designer Jade Healy. The skating 
sequences are shot with the usual verve, 
all low angles and sweeping crane shots, 
and the film moves constantly to the thrum¬ 
ming rhythm propelled by the soundtrack 
(I’ll concede the zillionth use of Norman 
Greenbaum’s “Spirit in the Sky” because 
we’re also treated to ZZ Top’s “Sleeping 
Bag”). Robbie tears into the role 
with glee, morphing from an awkward 
teenager to a cyclone of talent and 
fury, and the supporting players are 
perfectly cast, particularly Nicholson 
as Tonya’s coach and Cannavale as a 
Hard Copy reporter. 

A brutally honest and caustic treatise on 
the meaninglessness of truth and identity 
in a media landscape that can only see in 
binary, /, Tonya starts with a cough and ends 
with bloody spittle. Tonya Harding may have 
been abused by her mother, her husband, the 
media, and the public, but with this electrify¬ 
ing redress, she gets the last laugh.

Two men abandon their former lives and 
take big gambles on attaining different 
futures. Neither man in this Finnish film is 
driven by grandiose dreams of betterment, 
but rather something more like escape 
from each one’s deadening present circum¬ 
stances. Their stories are told in parallel tra¬ 
jectories until, of course (this being a movie, 
after all), their paths converge. And this being 
an Aki Kaurismaki movie means that it is a 
droll tale told with an economy of means, a 
minimum of dialogue and camera movement, 
an abundance of rockabilly music, and a bit¬ 
tersweet affirmation of life. 

Khaled (Haji) is a refugee from Syria, who 
lands in Helsinki after being chased onto a 


Finnish cargo ship by anti-immigrant goons in 
Poland. He never intended to move to Finland, 
but his home and family in Aleppo were 
bombed into extinction (by which nation’s forc¬ 
es he hasn’t a clue), so he and his sister, the 
family’s only other survivor, take flight through 
western Europe in search of sanctuary before 
becoming separated. Liking the culture he 
finds in Finland, Khaled takes a big gamble 
and applies for asylum. Meanwhile, Wikstrom 
(Kuosmanen, one of Kaurismaki’s stock- 
company regulars), a middle-aged shirt sales¬ 
man, leaves his home and marriage, sells his 
failing business, and gambles the proceeds 
in a high-stakes poker game for the money 
to purchase a run-down restaurant called the 
Golden Pint, whose menu choices are either 
meatballs or sardines from a can - and beer. 
Wikstrom also inherits the restaurant’s three 
lackadaisical and unpaid staff members. 
Though we might expect a certain degree of 
sangfroid from Wikstrom’s impassive face and 
stoic demeanor, the new restaurateur proves 
to be a soft touch when providing his employ¬ 
ees with advances on their salaries, and tak¬ 
ing in the bedraggled Khaled after finding the 
refugee sleeping in his alleyway. The group 
becomes an unlikely family who look after one 
another (as well as a stray dog) as they try to 
make a go of the restaurant with a humorous 
series of cuisine changes. 

Kaurismaki’s minimalist style is often 
compared to that of fellow auteur Jim 
Jarmusch, but you’ll also find in Kaurismaki’s 
work ( Leningrad Cowboys Go America, The 


Match Factory Girl, Le Havre) the signature 
influences of silent comedians, Robert 
Bresson, Rainer Werner Fassbinder, Sam 
Fuller, Jean-Luc Godard, Jean Renoir, and 
more. Kaurismaki, along with his brother 
Mika, who is also a filmmaker, are Finland’s 
most prolific and well-known directors, who 
together are responsible for shaping the 
lion’s share of that country’s international 
film footprint. 

Dry, ironic humor is also one of the pri¬ 
mary ingredients of The Other Side of Hope, 
and one of Kaurismaki’s signature elements. 
The chef wipes clean a window that turns out 
to be pure air; Khaled explains how it’s very 
easy for refugees to pass through borders 
because no one really wants to see them; a 
colleague tells Wikstrom that she’s getting 
out of shirt sales, too, because she needs 
some action after all these years of peace 
and quiet; the Finnish skinheads who attack 
Khaled can’t even deduce the immigrant’s 
ethnicity correctly. The film’s sharp-contrast 
lighting (another recurring Kaurismaki touch) 
renders everything a little unreal and made- 
up, ironically softening the harsher edges of 
Kaurismaki’s humanistic lessons in kindness. 
And when all else fails, we can at least be 
confident that characters in Kaurismaki’s 
worlds will take another long drag off their 
cigarettes and go out and listen to some 
music. They may not hope for better things 
but neither do they despair the present.

Following the recent sexual assault allegations against 
him, 88-year-old cinema icon Christopher Plummer 
stepped into the role, and the result is almost surely a 
better movie for it. A surface viewing makes it feel like one 
of Scott’s lesser magnum opuses, but on closer inspec¬ 
tion this is a story that’s all but contemporaneous, given 
its through-line of amoral acquisitiveness. Williams and 
Wahlberg hold their own against the former Captain Von 
Trapp, but really this is a delicious Christopher Plummer 
movie.

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I Don’t Feel at Home in This 
World Anymore (Netflix): As 
Sartre presciently noted, “Hell is 
other people.” You don't have to 
tell that to nursing assistant Ruth 
(Melanie Lynskey), a woman 
adrift in a world of apathy and 
petty entitlement. She has found 
a shaky limbo consisting of anti¬ 
depressants, Coors Light, and 
epic fantasy novels to while 
away her existence. But when her 
house is robbed, she is shaken out of her paralysis and into action. The police 
are condescending, offering little hope for the retrieval of her laptop, and more 
importantly, her grandmother's silverware set. Thus begins this absurd neo-noir 
comedy, the feature-film debut of Austin actor/filmmaker Macon Blair. 

Ruth teams up with her neighbor and martial arts enthusiast Tony (Elijah 
Wood), and together they seek to mete out some vigilante justice (or at least just 
get her shit back). Through their investigation, they run afoul of the thieves led 
by a creepy David Yow (of Jesus Lizard/Scratch Acid fame). Violence soon rears 
its head, starting with a broken finger and ending with, well, all manner of gory 
mayhem. It's a film that so confidently walks the shuriken edge of laugh-out-loud 
funny and cringe-inducing violence, and it does so with such a nonchalant self- 
assurance, that it's no wonder the film took home the Grand Jury Prize at 
Sundance in January, was snatched up by Netflix soon after, and most recently, 
was awarded the 2017 Austin Film Award by the Austin Film Critics Association, 
with a special screening taking place this Saturday, Jan. 6, 7pm, at AFS Cinema. 
Writer/director Blair (along with special guests) will be in attendance. 

Anchored by a grounded performance by Lynskey (who currently has the best 
eye roll in show business), I Don’t Feel at Home... is a film that just happens to 
arrive at the right time. Tensions are high in this country, and Blair's microcosm 
of ennui, indifference, and clumsy violence reflects a number of themes so preva¬ 
lent in this society. “Everyone ... is dildos,” Ruth laments to her best friend Angie 
(Lee Eddy) early on. Later, when confronting the wealthy father of one of the 
thieves, he proclaims, “Anyone can do anything, if you let them.” Blair's film is a 
monkey wrench thrown into the mix, so watch out: You may get a shuriken to the 
face (or a snake for that matter). - Film Critic Josh Kupecki

In the fall of 1843, Charles Dickens (Stevens) was in a 
slump: Three failed attempts at matching the commercial 
success of Oliver Twist had put him in near dire financial 
straits. Following the lost Victorian tradition of telling 


ghost stories at Christmastime, he creates a sketch for 
what would become A Christmas Carol, and his publishers 
are incredulous, not only considering the time crunch, but 
because the Industrial Revolution had all but abolished 
the holiday (“an opportunity for picking a man’s pocket 
every 25th of December”). Dickens goes rogue and, with 
the help of his friend/agent John Forster (Edwards), hires 
his own illustrator and printer. His story warmed enough 
chilly little hearts that the season was infused with the 
spirit of giving that we know today - to say he “invented” 
Christmas may be going a little far, but he certainly 
rebranded it.

Korea’s Blue-Collar Heroes 

AFS HIGHLIGHTS THE FILMS OF BONG JOON-HO 


Alongside Park Chan-wook, Snowpiercer 
director Bong Joon-ho has become the most 
recognizable name in Korean cinema for 
American audiences - so much so that 
Netflix not only financed his latest, Okja, but 
has given it the big awards season push. But 
where Park ( The Handmaiden, the Vengeance 
trilogy) always fos¬ 
tered a twist of the 
high gothic in his 
work, Bong’s charac¬ 
ters are blue-collar 
underdogs: store 
workers, secretaries, 
fast-food vendors. 

This month, AFS 
Cinema highlights his 
first four solo directorial credits, beginning 
with 2000’s Barking Dogs Never Bite. It’s a 
quirky black comedy, inspired in part by, and 
partially reacting to, the inexplicable success 
in Korea of a mawkish Victorian children’s 
novel: A Dog of Flanders, about a young boy 
and his four-legged friend enduring absurd 
miseries. A graduate student (Lee Sung-jae) 
finds his ambitions derailed from the aca¬ 


demic tenure track because of corruption, 
and decides to take his frustrations out on 
the neighborhood hounds. After a Rear 
Window moment, a low-level office worker at 
his apartment block (Bae Doo-na) strives to 
solve this shaggy dog tale. A precursor to the 
ethical eating quandaries of Okja, with a 

whole subplot about 
dog stew, it’s a cop 
story where the cops 
are AWOL, and justice 
is ambiguous. 

A more serious crime 
dominates his second 
film, 2003’s Memories 
of Murder, a highly fic¬ 
tionalized version of 
the unsolved Hwaseong serial killings. The 
cops here are a little more competent than 
the lazy investigators of his first outing, but 
there is far more sympathy. The slayings are 
seemingly insoluble, and Bong portrays the 
thwarted officer’s worst failures as being 
born of frustration rather than pure malice, 
even when they beat a confession out of an 
innocent man.

Both movies established Bong in Korean 
cinema, with Memories striking box office 
gold before taking the best film and best 
director awards at Korea’s equivalent to the 
Oscars, the Grand Bell Awards, yet 2006’s 
The Host is where his work reached broader 
Western audiences. Superficially, it’s an aber¬ 
ration, a politically tinged monster movie. But 
what captivated audiences was the domestic 
comfort of the Park family: reuniting with 
Bae, Bong places her as an aspirational high 
school archer, supported by her loving, blun¬ 
der-prone clan. 

Domesticity of another, much more frac¬ 
tured kind dominates the fourth film in this 
series, 2009’s Mother. A widow (Kim Hye-ja, 


in a globally acclaimed performance) in an 
unnamed small rural town turns detective 
when her son (Won Bin) is arrested for the 
murder of a school girl, a crime she refus¬ 
es to believe he could ever commit. Where 
The Host sees the good in strong family 
bonds, for once Bong takes a dimmer view 
of such devotion. 

Together, the quartet highlights the themes 
that define Bong’s work: flawed protagonists 
and redeemable antagonists; justice as an 
ephemeral and elusive concept; and that 
happiness is malleable. Even if no one gets 
what they want or deserve, they get what 
they need, and maybe that’s the happiest of 
all endings. - Richard Whittaker

Every effort should be made to catch Three Billboards 
Outside Ebbing, Missouri, if for no other reason than its 
towering performance by Frances McDormand and the 
film’s uncompromising tone that is so uncannily of-the- 
moment that it pierces society’s gauzy moral fabric. Three 
Billboards’ range spans between anguish and comedy in 
ways that can seem both dizzyingly daring and narratively 
pat, but never is the film dull or unthinking. McDormand 
plays Mildred, the heartbroken mother of a teenage girl 
whose rape and murder months earlier has yet to be 
solved. In her grief, she decides on a plan to shame the 
small-town police chief (Harrelson) into action. Her plan 
upsets the community; disturbs her son Robbie (Hedges), 
who has tried to remain comfortably numb in the wake 
of his sister’s death; and embarrasses her ex-husband 
(Hawkes), who, annoyingly, has taken up with a 19-year- 
old know-nothing (Weaving). However commanding and 
absorbing Three Billboards may be, the film is diminished 
by its neatness and unconvincing resolutions to the many 
dilemmas it puts into play. The story’s wealth of characters 
manages to keep things interesting but also draw atten¬ 
tion away from the film’s central pursuits. Nevertheless, 
Three Billboards is a momentous achievement, present¬ 
ing us with a remarkable female character and topical 
plot about the conspiracy of silence that pervades our 
culture.

Dragging myself along snowy Downtown 
streets on freezing metal crutches, 2017 
wanes from hours to minutes. Our pack spills 
into Barracuda, transformed into a psyche¬ 
delic disco by hallucinogenic projections and 
dangly ceiling things. Lung Letters vocalist 
Jeremy Steen, working the door, fastens a 
bright yellow band on my wrist and inquires 
about my handicap. 

The truth is, I’d fractured my ankle playing 
basketball five days prior, but instead I blurt 
out some non sequitur about Chinese buf¬ 
fets. He looks at me like I’m insane. That’s 
when I realize the LSD had taken command. 

Thus I close 2017 - and commence 2018: 
dancing with crutches in the air to the extra¬ 
terrestrial funk of Golden Dawn Arkestra. 
The light show continues afterward at my 
backyard bonfire, where I’m running away 
from exploding mortars at 4am and profess¬ 
ing my ankle to be magically healed. Hours 
later, I wake in blinding pain with a foot that’s 
now one continuous bruise. 

At that juncture, reason suggests I stay 
home and cozy up under a bag of ice. 
Instead, I tighten the straps on my air boot 
and return Downtown. I can’t miss the 
beginning of the year in Austin music! 

“It’s Free Week 2018,” bellows Mike 
Wiebe of Drakulas, a conceptual act 
regressing to the grimy late-Seventies. 

“How are you watching your pornography ... 
on Betamax?” 

The black turtleneck-clad quartet, anchored 
by members of Riverboat Gamblers and 
Rise Against, defrosts Empire Control 
Room & Garage with grindhouse rock to kick 
off Free Week’s first marquee show on New 
Year’s Day. The annual club crawl, devised 
in 2003 by then-Emo’s-now-Margin-Walker 
booker Graham Williams to stimulate 


concert attendance during a notoriously slow 
week, remains an unofficial benefit for Red 
River venues. While some musicians decry 
the series as a devaluation of their craft, 
new bands enjoy exposure to larger-than- 
average crowds.

PALM DAZE Beat-heavy dream-pop 
atop layered synths and hazy vox. 

PR NEWMAN Berkshire Hounds offshoot 
spotlight Spencer Garland’s ridiculous 
pop smarts a la Nick Lowe. 

LOLITA LYNN Eclectic indie rock led by 
hushed singer with lyrical command and 
devastating love songs. 

SUPER THIEF Cathartic noise-punk with 
explosive changes fit for the Touch & Go 
Records catalog.

Around the corner at Cheer Up Charlies, 
proggy guitar-pop trio Whit plays its first 
of three Free Week gigs with frontwoman 
Madison Whitaker entrancing the audi¬ 
ence. Three young New York tourists trail 
us back to Empire where they lose their 
minds for Austin-based aliens Peelander-Z, 
whose oddball singer/guitarist Kengo Hioki 
spends nearly as much time crowdsurfing 
as he does onstage. Imagine the luck of 
being a music fan visiting Austin during 
Free Week. 


A testament to the power of “free,” fans 
again brave the 28-degree Texas tundra 
Tuesday night. At Mohawk, psych troupe 
Millbrook Estates triumph after an espe¬ 
cially tedious broken guitar string and vocal 
talent David Rawlinson being recast as 
guitarist because his “throat is fucked up.” 
Fellow locals Vampyre, not to be confused 
with Drakulas, sweat out a guitar-less brand 
of hardcore consisting of fuzz bass, double 
drums, and poetic shouts reminiscent of 
Refused and Death From Above 1979. 

With 300 bands over 75 shows, variety’s a 
given. Take Blastfamous USA, for instance. 
That’s homegrown rapper Zeale backed by 
producer/percussionist duo Nght Hcklrs, 
who have the forethought to duct tape head¬ 
phones over their balaclavas. 

Aggro, dark, political, the 
collabo finds the frontman 
- a lyricist so winsome he 
emcees Longhorn sport¬ 
ing events and performs 
with Awolnation - going 
unprecedentedly hardcore. 

Spitting flurries of fuck 
you’s to recipients including 
the president and police, 

Zeale’s anarchistic prom¬ 
ises (“If you build a wall around America, I’m 
gonna blow that shit up”) over mean beats 
recall Public Enemy and Run the Jewels. 
Throughout the phenomenal set, spiked with 
cameos from Digital Wild woman Chantell 
Moody, Mobley, and Phranchyze, the 
MC burns like lit dynamite and positions 
Blastfamous USA as my favorite Free Week 
discovery just two days in.

C’mon & Take a Free Ride 

Lyft launched the Musician Rideshare 

Program this week, offering musicians com¬ 
plimentary transport to and from gigs at par¬ 
ticipating clubs to spare them the expense 
and hassle of Downtown parking. Antone’s, 
Empire, and Stubb’s serve as the pilot ven¬ 
ues, which are given credits they can distrib¬ 
ute to performing artists as they see fit. 

“We’re encouraging that they go to Austin- 
based musicians rather than a touring 
group,” explains Lyft’s Austin GM Aaron Fox. 
“We’d rather have it for the locals who are 
making this a real music town by playing on 
a Wednesday night.” 

Empire owner Stephen Sternschein, who 

brainstormed the idea with Fox and Antone’s 
co-owner Will Bridges, says Lyft supplies his 
staff with coupons they offer to performers 
in their performance confirmation email. The 
pilot program will be re-evaluated after six 
months, according to Fox. The news follows 
Lyft offering free rides to medical appoint¬ 
ments for HAAM members. 

“We’ve got a lot of drivers who are musi¬ 
cians, our riders are often going to see 
music, and music is a big part of life where 
we live,” says Fox. 



Los Coast of the 
New West 


Austin’s Los Coast will release its forth¬ 
coming debut LP on New West Records, 
whose roster includes Nikki Lane, Shovels 
& Rope, and recent success story Ron Gallo. 
Formed by powerhouse singer-songwriter Trey 
Privott and guitarist John 
Courtney in 2015, the 
pysch-soul quintet emerged 
as a community favorite 
despite a grand total of two 
songs on SoundCloud. 

“I’m glad we waited 
to develop before putting 
out a record,” reasons the 
frontman. “For John and I in 
particular, we met each other 
and immediately started recording music. Since 
then, we’ve all gotten close as musicians and 
the record will be better because of that bond.” 

Privott says New West demonstrated con¬ 
tinual interest in the band since a label rep 
saw them play at NYC’s Mercury Lounge in 
2016. Now they’re targeting early summer for 
the yet-unnamed release. This month, they’re 
putting finishing touches on the album 
at Arlyn Studios. Catch Los Coast Free 
Weekin’ at Mohawk on Friday with Otis the 
Destroyer and Emily Wolfe.

Spiraling Soundscapes 

Peter Tran eschews the ambient

During the day, Peter Tran works the 
counter at electronics music store Switched 
On, helping customers build their synthe¬ 
sizer collections. At night, he supplies inspi¬ 
ration to that same demographic via his 
solo project Curved Light. 

Transplanted locally two years ago from 
Baltimore where Tran oversaw a DIY space 
and played guitar in experimental acts, 
Curved Light transcends the stereotypes 
that accompany modular synthesizers. The 
music focuses on the sublime, not squelch¬ 
es. Long, spiraling soundscapes emphasize 
harmony over rhythm, ambient but never 
nap-inducing. 

Au courant with producers like Oneohtrix 
Point Never, the 27-year-old finds ideas in 
genre pioneers including Karlheinz 
Stockhausen, Charles Cohen, and Terry 
Riley, composer of 1969’s A Rainbow in 
Curved Air. 

“I don’t like being defined as ambient 
anymore,” admits Tran. “A lot of my tapes 
have been one song mixed into the next, 
like a mixtape, but the new record isn’t so 
much long-form pieces as songs with per¬ 
cussive elements.” 


Look for a full-length vinyl record later 
this year, but until now Curved Light’s six 
releases, including October’s Holodeck 
Records release Quartzsite, have been avail¬ 
able only on cassette. The format’s afford¬ 
ability allowed him to put out 2015 debut 
Mineral Wash!Indigo Rinse for under $300, 


and a dedicated community has nearly sold 
out all his tapes. Still, digitization has 
resulted in “Aurora,” a track off his latest 
offering, racking up 1.3 million plays after 
prominent placement on a Spotify playlist. 

“I kind of want to stop doing tapes mov¬ 
ing forward,” admits Tran. “Tapeheads are

cool, but you reach a wider audience with a 
record. And I feel like a lot of publications 
don’t even care about tapes.” 

Fittingly enough for a Walkman-inspired 
medium, Curved Light sounds great on 
headphones, yet the live visuals are as 
much of a draw. His partner Deirdre Smith, 
a 29-year-old doctoral candidate in art his¬ 
tory at UT, uses video synthesizers and 
recordings from everyday life to create a 
pastiche of projections. They’re abstract, 
with organic touches like water footage or 
images of human hands. 

“I think about surrealism a lot,” says 
Smith. “I try to present an image from the 
real world in a way where the technology 
makes it become unfamiliar or strange.” 

The accompanying visuals change every 
few months, as does Tran’s gear. For a music 
geek, a gig at Switched On is like putting a 
10-year-old in charge of Toy Joy. It’s fun to 
lust after the store’s wall of boutique instru¬ 
ments, but one of the most common pitfalls 
of electronic musicians is fetishizing the 
gear over the output, resulting in hodge¬ 
podge improv sets that sound less like sym¬ 
phonies and more like “fart noises.” Tran 
employs an unofficial rule to keep his addic¬ 
tion in check: Wait a month before making 
any purchases. 

In addition to allowing him to upgrade 
his arsenal at a discount and enjoy flexibil¬ 
ity with touring, the Switched On gig also 
offers an education. Newcomer to Austin, 
Tran says the staff and clientele serve as a 
valuable entry point to the city’s rich elec¬ 
tronic music history. 

“It makes you realize how deep the synth 
scene in Austin goes,” he enthuses. 
“Meeting guys like Chad Allen, John 
French, the guys in Pataphysics, they’re 
super OG. It’s crazy. I had no idea.” ■

SAM BAKER 

I’ve worked a lot of rough jobs, but the worst one was hoeing cotton up on the prairie 
between Waco and Fort Worth. When I was kid, a pickup would get us before dawn and you’d 
get to the field and just walk down the rows. The field is so big, and the weeds, they’re relent¬ 
less. It’s like Sisyphus with an eye hoe and half-mile of row to walk down. 

You start at sunrise, but that’s the only time there’s any beauty, because once that sun gets 
overhead, it’s cooking. And you work until the sun starts to come down. It’s some backbreak¬ 
ing work, and the heat just melts you. In the middle of the day, there’s no shade, and the heat 
just moves in waves and starts to hit that silver mirage across the fields. 

We did it as kids and we knew that once summer was over, we’d go back to school, but the 
adults that did it, that was their life. For the people that were born into it and never had a way 
out, it was a hard deal. 

We knew nothing different and we were grateful to have work. I don’t know if people hoe 
cotton anymore, but that field work is hard. Those fields are so big, and people are so small, 
but it will open your eyes to how sweet we got it sometimes. - Doug Freeman

On the heels of Reproduction early last year, Knife in the 
Water’s first LP since a quiet hiatus unfolded in 2006, front¬ 
man/founder Aaron Blount hoped the local noir-country out¬ 
fit’s return would occur thoughtfully and deliberately. 

“Doing it a little more patiently and intelligently is a moti¬ 
vating thing to try to get it right, to try to not fuck it up and 
give in to some of the pitfalls of what being a band is,” 
mused Blount. 

Reproduction simmers the same explicit unease and brood¬ 
ing intensity of the Austinites’ earlier catalog, dark and intel¬ 
lectual, built on country twang and muted rock, with eerie 
vocal harmonies and storytelling. It’s also imbued with a 
hopefulness, indebted to Blount’s love of gospel and a 
fixation on making music that moves through suffering. 

“The terrain is kind of like, you’re gonna get it or 
you’re not,” explains Blount, summarizing the slow-burn 
tenacity of the revamped group. “It’s about words a little 
more. It’s not about guitars. As a male, it’s not my place 
to say, but it’s not about a lot of this more accepted male 
expression. I can’t say, [but] I think our new thing has a lot 
more to it than some of the old stuff. 

“People could take a little more time with things, and I 
think that’s something hopefully, inadvertently, that our music 
says, that you kind of have to go into its world with some 
patience.” - Libby Webster

Is it Illegal to leave my kids 
in the car unattended, even 
for a few short minutes? 

We are living in a rental house while we rebuild our house. 
I do short visits to the house, which is dangerous because 
it's a construction zone, so I leave my kids in the car (always 
with the AC or heat running). My in-laws say this is illegal and 
I can get a ticket for leaving my kids unattended in the car, 
even for a short period of time. Is that right? - P. Todd 

It depends on a variety of factors, including the length 
of time the children are left unattended in the car and the 
age of the children. 

In Texas, it is illegal to a leave a child in a vehicle for 
longer than five minutes. According to Texas Penal Code, 


Title 5, Chapter 22, Section 10, a person commits an of¬ 
fense if they knowingly or intentionally leave a child in a 
motor vehicle and the adult knows that the child is younger 
than 7 years of age, and there is not an individual who is 
at least 14 years of age or older in the vehicle to supervise 
the child. An offense under this section is a class C misde¬ 
meanor and could result in a $500 fine. 

Leaving a child unattended in a car could also be a form 
of “neglectful supervision.” Neglectful supervision means 
“placing a child in or failing to remove a child from a situa¬ 
tion that a reasonable person would realize requires judg¬ 
ment or actions beyond the child's level of maturity, physi¬ 
cal condition, or mental abilities and that results in bodily 
injury or substantial risk of immediate harm to the child.” 
Texas temperatures should also factor into the decision¬ 
making process if one must leave the car briefly.
